GENEVA, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
Red China promised today to 
release all of the 41 American 
civilians detained by that coun- 
iry—10 of them “within a few 
days.” 

A communique said machin- 
ery has been set up so that 19 
others can “expeditiously exer- 
cise their right” to go home. 

Last Tuesday, the Chinese 
Reds announced that 12 other 
Americans who have no 
charges against them were free 
to leave. So far none of the 
12 has appeared outside China. 

There was no hint here as to 
how soon “expeditiously” might 
mean, but the State Department 
in. Washington interpreted it to 
mean “promptly.” 


14 Meetings Held. 

United States Ambassador U 
Alexis Johnson and Chinese 
Ambassador Wang  Ping-nan. 
who have been negotiating 
since Aug. 1 on getting their 
nationals repatriated, issued a 
joint announcement today after 
their fourteenth meeting. 

It said the two countries had 
“to announce the meas- 
which their respective 
governments have adopted con- 
cerning the return of civilians 
to their respective countries.” 
The announcement said Britain 
will be asked to assist with the 
repatriation of Americans from 
China, while India will be 
asked to aid in_ repatriating 
Chinese from America, 

In Denver, President Eisen- 
hower said “all of us can thank 
God” that more Americans will 
be released by the Red Chinese. 
Referring to the Geneva an- 
nouncement near the end of 
his talk to Republican state 
chairmen visiting the Presi- 


dent's vacation spot, Mr. Eisen- 
| hower expressed hope that even 
' more Americans will be freed 


soon. 

Washington's Expectations. 

In Washington, a State De- 
partment spokesman said the 
United States expects all 41 of 
the American civilians known 
to be detained in Red China 
will be released promptly. Hen- 
ry Suydam, the department's 
press officer, told reporters the 
Communists now have made a 
“public commitment” and “we 
nave no reason to doubt” it will 
be carried out,

V. Harry Rhodes, head of the 
building department,  stoutly 
denied that any such savings 
could be achieved and bitterly

“$50,000 Piece of Paper” 


Although Morrell once pub- 
Jicly described the report as a 
“$50,000 piece of paper,” he 
said yesterday, “You cannot 
spend $50,000 without some 
good coming from it.” 

He said he still thought the 
major findings were based on 
the “pre-conceived ideas” of 
the so-called “blue ribbon” fac- 
tion which was in control of 
the board when the report was 
made last year 

Morrell, re-elected last April 
with strong support from the 
politically - poweriul building 
department, is a member of 
the “old guard” group that re- 
gained cu:trol of the board in 
the spring elections. 

He was appointed chairman 
of the committee by Mrs. Irma 
H. Friede, board president, 
after the former chairman, 
Charles H. Christel, a “blue 
ribbon” board member, re- 
signed. Christel quit to “give 
responsibility of leadership” in 
evaluating non-teaching oper- 
ations “to the presently con- 
stituted majority of the board.” 

Stem-by-Stem Review. 

Morrell said, wnen question- 
ed about the meeting by the 
Post-Dispatch, that’ his com- 
mittee decided at a private ses- 
sion last week to conduct an 
item-by-item review of the re- 
port. 

This will be undertaken in 
future private meetings with 
the heads of the various board 
departments, and “it looks as 
though it might be a long af- 
fair.” he said. However, in- 
terim reports will be made. 

Asked why he did not in- 
tend to have his committee 
meetings open to the public, 
he said there had been ample 
open hearings and discussions 
on the report and that his 
group could “do a more effici- 
ent job” in private. Moreover, 
he explained, when the com- 
mittee is ready to make recom- 
mendations the public will be 
given an opportunity to study 
and comment on them.

“The regular grand jury has 
a lot of duties such as visiting 
and inspecting public institu- 
tions that makes it difficult to 
take on major criminal inves- 
tigations at the same _ time,” 
the circuit attorney stated. 


“Grand juries we now have 
serve a term of only a few 
months. When these grand 


jurors leave, it becomes neces- 
sary to start anew with the 
next grand jury on a continuing 
inquiry 

“Since 1 took office in Jan- 
uary 1953, there have been at 
least four investigations requir- 
ing year-around grand juries 
These were the pay-off, dog 
pound, aldermanic and bomb- 
ing inquiries.”

They would be the first Negro | 


undergraduates at the univer- 
sity at Chapel Hill, N.C. 

A special three-judge federal 
court ruled that the three 
graduates of a Durham high 
school should have their appli- 
cations for admission as under- 
graduates processed without re- 
gard to race or color. 

The state-supported univer- 
sity already has admitted some 
Negroes to graduate schools 
since 1951. 

W. B. Rodman, state attorney 
general, told reporters today’s 
decision “immediately raises a 
serious question of policy as to 
what the state will do about its 
higher educational institutions.”

Decision Puts Unprocessed 
Fuel Near Wellhead Under 
U.S. Domain.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP) 


—The Federal Power Commis- 
sion ruled today it has jurisdic- 
tion over natural gas sales made 
by independent producers. be- 
fore the gas is processed, if 
any part of it ultimately moves 
in interstate commerce for re- 
sale. 

The commission took its 
stand. it said, “in light of de- 
cisions by the United States 
Supreme Court 

In two decision 
sion extended its 
over the independent 
gas producers pretty 
the wellhead. 

One decision: upheld the 
denial last April by Chief ER- 
aminer Edward B. Marsh of pe- 
titions by three independent 
producers for orders declaring 
their sales are not subject to 


the commis- 
jurisdiction 
natural 
close to 


commission regulations under 
the natural gas act. 
That case involved Deep 


South Oil Co., of Beaumont, 


Tex.. Humble Oil & refining 
Co., Houston: and Shell Oil Co., 
New York. 


The other decision reversed 
a ruling by Examiner Ewing G. 
Simpson in a case involving 
Dixie: Pipe Line Co., Dallas 

Simpson dismissed “for want 
of jurisdiction” applications by 
20 producers requesting certifi- 
cates to authorize natural gas 
sales. He found the sales were 
made at or near the wellhead 
prior to gathering and process- 
ing. 

The commission held that this 
decision contained “basic error 
of law.” 

As a result of the commis- 
sion’s ruling, gas which 10 of 
these producers proposed to 
sell for ultimate resale to 
Trans¢ontinental Gas Pipe Line 
Corp., Houston, will continue to 
be sold to Southern Natural Co., 
Birmingham, Ala., under exist- 
ing contracts.

Church services and sightsee- 
ing were expected to fill the 
program Sunday, but, as one 
official put it, “Monday the race 
to the finish begins.” 

The more than 1300 bishops, 
delegates and women will meet 
in a joint session Monday morn- 
ing to hear detailed recommen- 
dations of a committee which 
has been studying budget pro- 
posals for the next three years. 

Alternative yearly budgets of 
six, seven and eight. million 


have been suggested by a 
church administration. The bulk 
of the larger figures would go 
for missionary work 

Church officials have told 
the convention it must “face 
the facts” of “the decay of the 


church's work in the heart of 
the city.” Expanded TV and 
radio programs have been pro- 
posed to woo the workers in 
“time clock communities.’

These men—it was not a co-educational 
affair—met with the President today in 
Denver to hear a pep talk to get in there 
and fight for the Grand Old Party, 
especially to regain control of both houses 


of Congress, now held by Democrats on 
slim margins.

THE “SCHOOL” had two objectives, 
first, to help convince Mr. Eisenhower 
that he is the indispensable man to lead 
the party to victory next year, and second, 
to give expert advice on such mundane 
and necessary matters as precinct org 
ization by door-bell ringing, fund raising, 
television and radio appearances and the 
desirability for younger and better 


equipped candidates for local offices and | 


party posts. 


The picture the Republicans will ex- 
hibit te the country will be dominated 
by President Eisenhower surrounded by 
more than 65,000,000 Americans at work 
under peaceful skies from which the 
war clouds have been driven away by 
the warmth of the Eisenhower smile. 


Former President Truman has taken 
the lead in changing this partisan presen- 
tation and as times goes on it is likely 
that other top Democratic speakers will 
try to make some changes on the Republi- 
can canvas. The Republicans are already 
crying “smear,” “mudslinging” and “‘per- 
sonal attacks” at Democratic efforts. The 
Democrats say they are merely “correct- 
ing the record.” 


Mr. Truman and some of the highest 
ranking labor leaders are following the 
line developed over recent months by 
the Democratic Digest, official monthly 
publication of the Democratic National 
Committee. This line, about which more 
will be heard in the coming session of 
Congress and during the campaign next 
summer and fall, is that the Eisenhower 
Administration is run by big business for 
big business at the expense of the little 
people, the workers and tne farmers; 
that Republicans are giving away to a 
favored few the nation’s natural resources 
that belong to all the people and the 
atomic power secrets that cost billions 
of the taxpayers’ dollars; that the Presi- 
dent violated his TVA pledges in the 
now abrogated Dixon-Yates-Atomic En- 
ergy Commission contract; that he “passed 
the buck” in the resignations of Air 
Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott in the 
Mulligan affair, of Health, 
Welfare Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby in 
the Salk vaccine investig and of 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens in the 
McCarthy-Cohn-Schine scandal; that he 
has “packed” the federal regulatory com- 
missions with special interests appointees; 
that he is cutting national defense ex- 
penditures beyond the needs of world 
security to try to balance the budget; 
that he is responsible for the present plight 
of the American farmer, ana in general 
that he has not shown the leadership for 
the nation and within his own party his- 
torically expected of an American Presi- 
dent.

Lilienthal’s work in Colombia, Clapp 
said, can be considered a “prototype” 
of the kind of service the new firm 
hopes to render. 


Lilienthal, who served as chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission after 
leaving TVA, also has been asked to take 
part in discussions of land reforms in 
southern Italy and Sicily, where the Gov- 
ernment hopes to integrate irrigation, 
river improvements, roads, agriculture 
and industrial development in such a way 
as to step up employment. 


“This area is similar to the Tennessee 
Valley region years ago,” Clapp said, 
“It is economically depressed; it has 
some natural resources, but nothing much 
has been done with them.” 


Several years ago, Lilienthal was con- 
sulted on the Indus River Development 
in Kashmir. Next week he will be in 
Istanbul, Turkey, for the annual meeting 
of the boards of governors of the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (World Bank) and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, 


The World Bank, an important source 
of financing for underdeveloped countries? 
has shown considerable interest in the 
Lilienthal-Clapp firm. Lilienthal is ex- 
pected to outline its aims informally at 
the meeting, 


Although each project undertaken by 
the firm undoubtedly will have different 
features, due to varying topography, 
politics and ecnomics, it is expected 
that most of the basic principles de- 
veloped in the Tennessee Valley will be 
applicable to some degree, Clapp said. 


“Those principles are as sound today 
as they were in 1936, 1948 or 1952,” 
he declared emphatic@lly. 


“An economic development that makes | 
sense should be both public and private, 
Those aspects which offer no return to 
the private investor—such things as 
power and roads—should be developed 
first and at public expense. If they are 
not, private capital usually will not 
come in. | 


“For example, in the Tennessee Valley, 
flood protection, cheap power and irriga- 
tion features resulted from the harnessing 
of the river by dams, but these in turn 
led to such private enterprises as metals 
plants and the individual initiative of 
farmers in improving agricultural output, 


“A 20-year forestry development pro- 
gram undertaken by TVA had everything 
to do with the location of a paper mill 
built by the Bowater Co. In addition, TVA 
put in the hands of local business men 
the specific data they needed for de- 
velopment of a region.” 


“If you go at it in a piecemeal fashion, 
butchering your rivers as was done 
on the Missouri river until recent years, 
it will actually cost more money in 
the long run.” 


Clapp said the new firm's services will 
be available not only to governments but 
to selected industrial and private com- 
mercial enterprises. Its scope will in- 
clude advice on production of power from 
all sources, including atomic energy 
where feasible, and in modernizing agri- 


. culture and highway system.

It will be necessary to deter- 
mine, he said, whether a proposed project 
should be undertaken by the central gov- 
through an existing agency or 
ministry, or whether a regional authority 
should be set up. 

Another problem will be that of tech- 
nicians. The charter for the new Cauca 
Valley Authority calls for outside engi- 
neering firms which may be engaged by 
the authority to train and equip the 
azency with its own force of Colombian 
engineers, Clapp pointed out. 

“Here again is a parallel with TVA, 
which had its own engineering staff,” he 
said. Under the Cauca Valley charter, 
the Colombian authority will have its own 
trained men available for future projects 
even if initial planning is done by out- 
side firms. 


Clapp, a 54-year-old native of Wisconsin 
who was a college official before joining 
TVA in 1933, served as TVA chairman 
from 1946 to 1954. Lilienthal, a member 
of the Wisconsin Public Service Commis- 
sion in pre-TVA days, is 56 years old. 

Together, the two men will constitute 
much of the new firm's working force, 
Clapp said. “We don't plan to hire a 
large group of technicians and experts, 
We want to keep ourselves mobile, not 
chained toa desk.”

Debs in the future should emerge 
as some sort of American hero be- 
covse it was he who taught that 
al‘hough the ave of science would 
teke the load off our backs it would 
not necessarily perpetuate the age of 
reason. That one w desired and 
should be developed while the other 
had to be preserved and fought for 
That only study and action from the 
lowest rank on up could cope with 
changes that could overwhelm us. 
And his co-workers, the theoreti- 
cians, were discussing the atom and 
electron in tracts that go back more 
than 50 years. 

Every record pertaining to Debs 
should be preserved and made acces- 
sible to inspire America’s future 
writers, thinkers, poets and scientists 
for an ideal which serves all people. 
And even when they disagree they 
should be excited to learn that this 
country produced such a man.

Failure at Cyprus 
The failure of the conference on what to do 
with Cyprus is a dismal one for the democracies. 
Riots in Turkey against the Greeks and the 
bombing of the Turkish consulate in Salonika 
afford some measure of the ill-feeling that has 
arisen. It certainly is not all Communist-inspired. 
The British must bear some blame because of 


the uncompromising way in which they have 
stuck to colonial rule on Cyprus. Now martial 
law has been declared and London has sent 


troops to the island. If some way is not Soon 
found to solve the Cypriot dilemma, the eastern 
flank of NATO, which includes Turkey and 
Greece, could be seriously weakened.

Rendezvous With a Kangaroo 

The kangaroo is impressive. Eight feet tall, it 
has greatly enlarged hind legs for hopping and 
a long, thick, tapering tail. It has big brown eyes. 
It is dignified but mean when antagonized. 

\ Science Service dispatch from Sydney re- 
veals that Australia is marking kangaroos with 
reflector tape so that scientists can make a 
study of their life after dark. Water in kanga- 
roo drinking holes is drugged to put the kanga- 
roo asleep. An inspector then attaches a metal 
tag covered with reflector tape to the animal's 
ears. It would seem to be somewhat of a sport- 
ing proposition to attach a metal tag to a kanga- 
roo’s ears for if the beast is not sufficiently 
drugged some inspector is certainly going to 
receive a lambasting. 

We await impatiently the scientists’ report. 
Questions come to mind. Does a kangaroo bound- 
ing around at might with luminous ears cause 
panic when he first lands among his non-lumi- 
nous-eared brothers? Does he appear proud or 
ashamed of his effulgent ears? After the novelty 
wears off does his own group pay him homage 
or do they look upon him as a chap who has had 
an unfortunate experience resulting in perma- 
nent impairment? Do the lady kangaroos regard 
him as an improved type of Romeo? Or is he set 
upon by all and sundry for becoming startlingly 
different from the herd? 

Still, come to think of it, whose business is it 
anyway what a kangaroo may or may not do in a 
nocturnal rendezvous? 
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Filipino Success Story 

The best report on the problem of land re- 
form, which besets most underdeveloped nations 
of the world, comes from the Philippines. A 
United States specialist in Manila says, “At the 
rate they're going, the Filipinos should solve 
their land tenure problems within five years.” 

In less than two years President Ramon Mag- 
saysay has induced his Congress to pass a new 
tenancy act, reducing rents. His government has 
expropriated several large estates. It has reset- 
tled more than 8000 tenants on public land— 
some of them former guerrillas. It has given 
credit to 140,000 small farmers struggling to hold 
their land against high interest rates. 

This is a remarkable record in land reform, 
and no nation has a better one. A medieval agri- 
cultural system is gradually being replaced by 
private enterprise extended to thousands of 
farmers. Not every nation in the world can ex- 
pect as much from land reform as the Philip- 
pines, for the simple reason that not every na- 
tion has as much tillable land available for farm- 


ing. The Filipinos have a natural advantage in 
soil waiting for men who can put it to use. But 
it took the energetic President Magsaysay to 
put the men on the soil, and he deserves the 
respect of the free world for his remarkable 
accomplishment.

To Limit If Not Disarm 


It is good news indeed that the Russians are 
discussing President Eisenhower's aerial inspec- 
tion plan in the U.N. meetings on disarmament. 

That they have broken their silence at last 
could be, as an American spokesman says, the 
most important development since Geneva. It. 
could mean that they agree with White House 
Adviser Harold E. Stassen that the question of 
setting up an inspection system must be disposed 
of before actual disarmament, especially in 
atomic weapons, is undertaken. 

Mr. Stassen announced that this country is 
placing “reservations” on any previous disarma- 
ment plans it had approved, and called for at- 
tention to be fixed upon “post-Geneva” inspec- 
tion proposals, especially President Eisenhower's 
plan for mutual aerial surveillance. 

The primary purpose of that inspection, it has 
been made clear, would be to detect any signs of 
mobilization for attack, especially atomic air at- 
tack. As Mr. Stassen has been pointing out, scien- 
tists now say that the existence of atomic weap- 
ons could be concealed from even a thorough 
inspection system. So the emphasis is shifting 
from the idea of inspection to enforce a ban on 
atomic weapons to the idea of inspection to 
warn against their surprise use. 

The implication is, of course, that atomic dis- 
armament, being unenforceable, must be laid 
aside until some reliable means of detecting the 
presence of atomic weapons is devised. This may 
well be true, but it would be most unfortunate 
if all efforts toward limitation of conventional 
weapons and the size of armed forces also were 
laid aside. Washington would make a serious mis- 
take if it gave cause to peoples over the world 
to think that we do not mean what we say about 
the urgency of halting the arms race. 

Within the past year the Russians have come 
around to accepting several basic Western prin- 
ciples on disarmament. They accepted numerical 
ceilings on armed forces, instead of a percentage 
cut calculated to maintain their own power of 
advantage, and they agreed to the establishment 
of an international inspection agency before 
actual arms limitation went into effect. It took 
many months to win this agreement and we 
hope it will not be sacrificed while ideas on in- 
spection are being worked out. 

Fortunately Mr. Stassen told the U.N. subcom- 
mittee that in placing “reservations” on previous 
American commitments, he was not to be under- 
stood as withdrawing, disavowing or reaffirming 
those commitments, pending the outcome of the 
study of inspection. 

The important thing is to begin. President 
Eisenhower at Geneva spoke eloquently of the 
“burden of costly armaments,” which, he said, 
“not only deprives our own people of higher 
living standards, but also denies the peoples of 
underdeveloped. areas of resources which would 
improve their lot.” Armament reduction, as he 
said, is essential to a sound and secure peace.

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Remembering a Great American 

The Madison County Bar Association will do a 
most appropriate thing when it dedicates a 
memorial plaque to James Madison in public 
ceremonies on the Edwardsville courthouse lawn 
this afternoon. And it has chosen most appro- 
priately in obtaining Irving Brant of Washing- 
ton, who was editor of the Star-Times editorial 
page 25 years ago, as the dedicatory speaker. 

So much notice properly goes to Washington 
and Jefferson that almost everyone tends to 
overlook the truly great services of the fourth 
President. As Jefferson's Secretary of State, 
Madison was a leading participant in the pur- 
chase of the Louisiana Territory in 1803. He 
was the architect of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion, and he, more than anyone else gave us 
the wording of the First Amendment with its 
historic freedoms of religion, speech, press and 
assembly. He so strongly advocated separation

One confessed his sins, which he had 
already reported voluntarily to the FBI 
and received absolution from the com- 
mittee. During the four days of hear- 
ings the other witnesses and the com- 
mittee members snarled and growled at 
each other in uniform tones of virtuous 
indignation. The hearing proved at 
least that the level of conversation is 
low. 

Three of the witnesses did not invoke 
the protection of any constitutional 
amendment.

Since they stood 
on principle, their 
courage must be re- 
spected. For they 
can be automatical- 
ly cited for con- 
tempt of Congress:

to go to jail. Those who claimed the 
protection of constitutional amendments 
are in a relatively secure position, 


Committee's Findings Already Known 


But what good purpose was served by 
this series of public hearings? No one 
knows anything that was not known be- 
fore. The one man who confessed his 
sins had already confessed them to the 
proper Government agency, and might 
decently have been spared the humili- 
ation of having to go through them in 
public. 

But even before the hearings began 
it was obvious that they could not sus- 
tain Representative Francis E. Walter's 
assertion that he was going to try to 
find out who was contributing to the 
support of Communist unions The 
witnesses he called were so minor and 


obscure, at least in the theater, that 
thetr earning power is modest. 
Even if they were Communist sym- 


pathizers, which the hearing did not 
prove, any contribution they could make 
would not pay the deficit of the Daily 
Worker for one day. 


At the conclusion of the first day's 
hearings, Mr. Walter made one state- 
ment that Actors Equity would be justi- 
fied in asking him to withdraw. Refer- 
ring to the balky witness he said: “I! 
am sure that these people have demon- 
strated that there is something to be 
concealed in the framework of the 
(theatrical) unions, something that was 
designed to make them as captive as 
the United Electrical Workers and the 
Mine, Mill and Smelters were.”

Later Mr. Walter qualified this state- 
ment, after having been prompted by 
one of his colleagues.

No doubt there are dedicated left- 
wingers as well as dedicated right-wing- 
ers in Actors: Equity today.

No one has a right to raise doubts 
of the loyalty of the theater, even by 


implication, and least of all a repre- 
sentative of the Government. For actors 
are among the first people who are in- 
variably expected to contribute their 
services and influence to public causes. 
They do and they always will. 

Although the Communist party is a 
legal political party, Congress has 
passed legislation that sharply restricts 
its activities on the assumption that it 
is an international conspiracy, as it is. 
If any of the left-wingers in the theater 
has violated any of these laws he can 
be indicted by a grand jury and tried 
in the courts. That is the traditional 
American way. It is also the best way 
that civilized people have been able to 
devise 

No congressional committee, maneu- 
vering in the sensitive areas of personal 
thought, belief and association, can pre 
serve the moral health of the country 
as the courts do. 


Doubts Raised in Public Mind 


Over the last five years, in fact, con 
gressional committees have weakened 
the moral health of the country. They 
have provoked Americans into distrust- 
ing Americans. They have spread fear, 
discord and suspicion: and one of them 
has just raised doubts in the public 
mind as to the loyalty of the theater 

Congressional committees have the 
right by law to inquire into conspirato 
rial acts that may turn out to be the 
basis for new legislation. But inquiries 
into belief and association do not have 
such legal sanction. They may invade 
the area of the First Amendment, which 
prohibits Congress from making any 
law that, among other things, abridges 
the freedom of speech or of the press, 
or of the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble. 

Whatever the legal sanction may or 
may not be, it is certain that no Con- 
gressman or congressional committee is 
endowed by God with enough under- 
standing to preside over another citi- 
zen’s thinking or associations. No man. 
Congressman or not, is wise enough to 
operate simultaneously as prosecuting 
attorney, judge and parish priest 

If by some unforseeable stroke of Di 
vine Providence a Congressman turned 
up who was capable of passing judgment 
on questions of opinion he would be 
wise enough to refuse to do so. For he 
would know where demagoguery be- 
gins. 


Jefferson on ‘Censorial Power’ 


“If we advert to the nature of repub- 
lican government,” Jefferson said. “we 
shall find that the censorial power is 
in the people over the Government, and 
not in the Government over the people.” 
That is why people go to the polls. 

In and out of the theater there are 
many high-minded people who hope that 
some day the United States Government 
will support the theater to the extent 
that the British government supports 
the British theater through the autono- 
mous Arts Council. The idea is reason- 
able on many grounds and the British 
i Council is an admirable organiza- 

on. 

But the sensational appearance of the 
House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee on the fringes of the theater and 
Representative Walter's comment on 
theatrical unions raise an important 
question. Could the theater afford the 
help and interest of a Government that 
seems to be uneasy about the loyalty of 
the theater” 

The Russian government does not 
doubt the loyalty of the Russian theater 
It settled that a long time ago by put- 
ting the theater on the payroll.

Public Schools to Open Monday on Mixed 
Racial Basis, Climaxing Social Revolu- 
tion of Major Proportions in City With 
One Third of Population Non-White.

HE 168 public schools in the national capital, which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower hopes will serve. as a model for the rest 


of the nation, open for the first time Monday on a completely 
mixed racial basis. The event climaxes a social revolution of 
major proportions which gradually is erasing the color line 


in Washington. 


In a city of some 800,000,! In common with many cities, 


where the non-white population 
is more than a third of the total 
and rising steadily, Negroes now 
may: 

Eat in any restaurant in 
town, stay at any hotel, attend 
any movie or theater, swim in 
any public pool, play in all city 
recreation centers, golf on all 
public courses. 


Negroes — Cubans, but still 
Nesroes—play on the Washing- 
ton American League baseball 
team although not with the pro- 
fessional football Redkins. The 
National Press Club has ad- 
mitted its first Negro member. 
The transit system finally is hir- 
ing some Negro operators after 
vears of resisting. Police and 
Fire Departments, the latter 
only recently, operate on a de- 
segrated basis. 

Public welfare activities are 
largely integrated. Of 24 public 
housing projects for low income 
families, 19 are open to all races 
and the rest will be. 

Still Long Way to Go. 

Negroes still have a long way 
to go before catching up with 
white income levels. They still 
make up the bulk of laborers, 
domestics and other low-paid 
workers and account for the 
bulk of the welfare load. 

But a survey directed by Ray- 
mond F. Clapp, research analyst 
for the District of Columbia 
Department of Public Welfare, 
shows the economic position of 
the Negro is improving. For 
example: 

In 1940, 28 per cent of non- 
white men workers were la- 
borers but only 23 per cent in 
1950. In the same decade the 
percentage of such workers in 
clerical and sales jobs rose from 
10 to 17. 

Similarly, 61 per cent of non- 
white working women were in 
household service in 1940 but 
only 29 per cent 10 vears later. 
Over this 10 year period, the 
percentage in clerical and sales 
positions Jumped from 3 to 23 
per cent. 

The study shows, further- 
mére, that the Negro is becom- 
ing better educated and better 
housed, that his health is im- 
proving, as he gets better- 


paying, more secure employ- 
ment. 

It all adds ‘up to a tre- 
mendous change. Much of it 


has come about under the com- 
pulsion of court’ decisions 
striking down racial barriers 
And it has been accompanied 
at times by friction, bitterness, 


and occasional disturbances 
and violence. Now and again 
rocks have crashed through 


windows when a Negro family 
has moved into a home in a 
white neighborhood 

Change Since 1939. 

Whatever the impetus and 
difficulties of this social up- 
heaval, a lot of segregation has 
disappeared in Washington 
since that day in 1939 when 
the acclaimed Negro contralto, 
Marian Anderson, sang from 
the steps of the Lincoln Mem- 
orial after the Daughters of 
the American Revolution re- 
fused the use of Constitution 
Hall. Since then Miss Ander- 
son has givcn three concerts in 
Constitution Hall. 

Negroes here have far more 
rights and privileges now than 
they had in 1939. Their leaders 
say that is what they have been 
fighting for over the years— 
rights they say the nation’s 
founding fathers embraced in 
the doctrine that “all men are 
created free and equal.” 

Yet, while Negroes insist on 
equal rights, and to a large ex- 
tent are getting them, they 
don’t always use them to a 
maximum. They aren't over- 
running high-toned restaurants 
or monopolizing swank hotels. 

In part, the reason may be 
that many of them can't afford 
1o patronize such places. But 
Eugene Davidson, president of 
the Washington chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, offers another. 

“We are taking advantage of 


our rights,” Davidson said in 
an interview, “but only to a 
limited extent. There was no 


rush to restaurants when they 
opened up. We aren't staying 
away. But nobody leaves uptown 
to go downtown to eat. If they 
happen to be down there, they 
go in and eat. 

“We still go to our own places 
-— movies, restaurants and all 
the rest.

Washington is growing rapidly 
and the Negro population is 
growing more rapidly than the 
white. The process has been 
going on for decades. 

“What gives an impression 
that the city is being inundated 
by the Negro,’ Clapp said in 
an interview, “is that the Dis- 
trict of Columbia is limited in 
size and probably never will 
have an opportunity to annex 
any suburbs.” 

When the whole metropolitan 
area is considered, including ad- 
joining communities and coun- 
ties in Maryland and Virginia, 
the racial ratio has remained 
a steady 3 to 1 between whites 
and non-whites since 1930. But 
in Washington proper, with a 
population of 802,000 in the

By and large, Washingtonians | 


appear to be accepting the shift- 
ing pattern of racial relations 
with comparative calm. It seems 
to be something they have to 
accept and live with, whether 
they like it or not. Legal and 
other mancuvers designed to 
block it invariably have failed. 

Even so, resentment at ex- 
nanding rithts of Negrocs still 
bubbles below the surface and 
occasionally breaks above it. 
From persons such as cab driv- 
ers one hears reports of clashes 
that never become generally 
known—fights, refusals to serve 
Negroes, and so on. And there 
still are a few open trouble 
spots. 

Right now, Negroes are cam- 
paigning to put boys clubs spon- 
sored by the police department 
on a mixed basis. The board 
of directors of the clubs has 
voted against it. 

Hospitals have taken some 
steps toward integration but 
haven't gone all the way. 

Places of amusement—bowl- 
ing alleys, billiard parlors, 
shooting galleries—are in an 
uncertain status. So are barber 
shops. A case is pending in 
court now arising from the re- 
fusal of a bowling alley to ac- 
cept Negro customers. 

White barbers, Davidson said, 
“use the excuse that they don't 
know how to cut a colored per- 
son's hair.” That, he said, could 
be handled through the licens- 
ing system. 

“So far,” he said, “we have 
had no formal complaints and 
actually we haven't worked on 
it too much.” 

Strike by White Students. 

A year ago, when the inte- 
gration process began in public 
schools, hundreds of white 
students went on strike at nine 


schools. There were placard- 
carrying demonstrations in 
front of the Supreme Court, 


which outlawed racial segrega- 
tion in public schools on May 
17, 1954. The rebellion was 
over in a few days. 

This year, Davidson says he 
expects no more strike trouble. 
Dr. Hobart M. Corning, super- 
intendent of schools, says: “I’m 
not expecting any strikes, but 
I'm keeping my fingers 
crossed.” 

After the strikes ended last 
year, Corning said. there were 
some difficulties of a personal 
nature between white and 
Negro pupils “but no racial 
outbursts.” The difficulties, he 
said, were largely of a tvpe 
that might arise among chil- 
dren regardless of race and 
student grievance committees 
helped solve them. 

Some of the striking pupils 
had reported they were ecgged 
on by their parents. But now 
Negro and white parent-teacher 
associations, as well as Negro 
and white teacher organiza- 
tions, have merged. 

Last year, 106,000 pupils, 61 
per cent of them Negro, at-

York. 

Neutrality Questioned. 

Membership of the . Super- 
visory Commission in Korea 
was spelled out in the 1953 
armistice document. It consists 
of representatives of Sweden, 
Switzerland, Poland and Czecho- 
sloyakia. The South Koreans, 
who were not parties to the 
agreement, asked how such a 
commission could be ‘neutral’ 
when it was composed of two 
neutrals and two Communists. 

The United Nations command 
and the Swiss and Swedes have 
accused the Communist mem- 
bers of frustrating effective in- 
spections to conceal North Ko- 
rean and Chinese Communist 
violations of the truce agree- 
ment. The South Koreans, in 
addition, accuse the Communist 
members and their assistants of 
espionage, although it is thought 
likely there has not been much 
spying since the Geneva Con- 
ference of May, 1954, when an 
Indochina truce was achieved. 

To freeze the. North-South 
status quo in Korea in 1953, 10 
ports of entry were designated 
and the commission ‘assigned 
inspection teams to check in- 
coming and outgoing shipments 
of men and materials. Five of 
the ports were in the North and 
five in the South. By recent 
agreement between the Com- 
munists and the U.N. command 
two ports in each area were 
eliminated and the strength of 
the inspection teams reduced 
in those remaining. 

Useless Inspections. 

This will make the inspec- 
tions even less useful than the 
ineffective ones in the past, if 
that is possible. The position 
of the United States is that the 
commission should be dissolved 
or its functions confined to the | 
buffer zone between North and 
South, but this country has 
stated it will stand by its U.N. 
commitments. The Communists 
have wanted to retain the com- 
mission because, as Washington 
sees it, the arrangement pro- 
vides them with a front of co- 
operation with neutrals.

HE decline of the live 
T theater has brought ne 
proportionate reduction 
in the number of young 
Americans who nurse a burn- 
ing ambition to go on the 


stage. For that reason the 
central character in ‘“Mar- 
jorie Morningstar,” a new 


novel by Herman Wouk, is 
fairly typical. Marjorie also 
shares another prevalent trait 
of American adolescence in 
that she rejects automatically 
the pattern of life laid down 
for her by her respectable 
parents. The fact that she is 
Jewish alters her situation in 
no important respect, and the 
same may be said for Noel 
Airman. 


On the face of it Airman 
{fs much more justified in as- 
suming that he is destined 
for a brilliant career as a 
theatrical artist. Whereas Mar- 
jorie is pretty, charming, in- 
telligent and talented enough 
to make an impression as an 
amateur performer, Noel wins 
a limited professional recog- 
nition almost at the start. He 
is handsome, brilliant, widely 
read, an engaging talker, a 
clever song writer who corm- 
poses several hits while still 
in his twenties, and a percep- 
tive stage director at summer 
camp theaters. 

At bottom, however, they 
are strikingly similar. Both 
are in rebellion against the 
“philistines” without being 
fully qualified to stake out 
independent positions of their 
own. 

Being an attractive girl, 
Marjorie has many suitors, 
but once she has met Noel 
Airman at a de luxe resort in 
the Catskills her life is dedi- 
cated to two main purposes. 
She will become a “star” and 
she will marry Noel Airman. 
At the moment of decision 
the second aubition prom- 
ises nothing but failure. Noel 
attracts women by the shoals, 
is already a confirmed rake 
and is outspoken in his de- 
termination to avoid all do- 
mestic entanglements.

Bentz Plagemann left a 
tiny boy at home when he 
went into the Navy and he 
came home in 1946, after 
five years of war, to be con- 
fronted with a 10-year-old, 
one Goggle by name. The 
name Goggle, which was the 
first thing the boy said when 
he tried to talk, was the 
same. But nothing else was. 

This man, Plagemann, had 
never seen a 10-year-old boy 
before. Nobody, he wrote, 
has actually seen a 10-year- 
old boy unless they actually 
have one around the house. 
(“And if you are the parent 
of one,” the author said, 
“never ask for whom the 
policeman calls; he calls for 
thee.”’) 

The story, written with un- 
obtrusive understanding and 
with a fine sense of quiet 
hysteria, takes Goggle, no 
sissy type he, on up into his 
teens — at which point the 
author leaves off with a note 
of mingled optimism and

tightly crossed fingers about 
what his son will do with life, 
and vice versa. 

There’s some hilarity in 
bringing a boy from 10 to 
the teens; Plagemann makes 
that clear.

“He had stubby black hair 
like hog bristles,” Plage- 
mann wrote. “His nails were 
worn down below the quick 
and there was a wart just 
below his right elbow. He 
walked on his heels the way 
small boys do, especially 
barefooted, and especially on 
Saturday mornings when Papa 
wanted to sleep ... he was 
always soiled but never what 
you might call dirty 
looking at him, you knew 
you'd never again in your 
whole life be as clean as he

chaos. His goings and 

comings were strange and 
disturbing. The four-letter- 
word stage caused adults to 
blanch.

HIS book comes one step 
T nearer to the answer as to 

who discovered America. 
Columbus was always credit- 
ed with the discovery of the 
New World, though he him- 
self never believed so. The 
first man who called it the 
New World was a Florentine 
navigator, business man and 
agent Amerigo Vespucci. It 
was Amerigo who, according 
to his biographer, reached the 
American mainland one year 
before Columbus did. 

The reader will not learn 
much about Amerigo Ves- 
pucei as there is very lit- 
tle known about the man him- 
self. To fill the gaps author 
Arciniegas pads his book with

a fascinating description of 
the world in which Amerigo 
lived and acted. Some of the 
most fascinating personages 
of the 15th century—King Fer- 
dinand of Spain, Lorenzo de 
Medici, Domenico Ghirlan- 
daio, Leonardo da Vinci, Co- 
lumbus—help to make this 
book an absorbing study of 
the times rather than the life 
of Amerigo Vespucci. 


It seems that the author's 
primary intention was to 


clear the doubtful reputation 
historians had asé¢ribed to 
Amerigo and to prove that 
his voyages were indeed as 
epochal as Amerigo would 
have claimed them to be. Be- 
cause of the lack of positive 
details: concerning Amerigo 
as a person his name will still 
have to remain under suspi- 
cion for having-chivvied his 
contemporary, Columbus, out 
of his due.

ERE are two pieces of 
H shatespeareans of very 

different order of inter- 
est and merit. Mr. Hoff- 
man’s guess that the plays at- 
tributed to Shakespeare were 
the work of Christopher Mar- 
lowe’ has already, received 
wide publicity in an article 
by Robert Heilbroner in 
Esquire of last December. 


No similar fanfare will at- 
tend Mr. Traversi’s study of 
Shakespeare's poetic symbol- 
ism, but his kind of analysis, 
steeped in a feeling for the 
idiom of Elizabethan speech, 
is becoming a valuable part 
of academic scholarship. It 
is fortunately taking the 
place of the weary Teutonic 
philosophizing that dominated 
the study of Shakespeare for 
too long. 

For Mr. Hoffman it may be 
said that, though one may 
cavil at many of the argu- 
ments by which he backs up 
his guess, he did not begin 
his investigation by donning 
a set of literary blinders, as 
the Baconians and Oxfordians 
have always done. He was 
honestly puzzled by facts that 
the scholars cannot readily 
account for—the relationship 
of Marlowe's work to Shake- 
Speare’s, the paucity of de- 
tails about Shakespeare as a 
writer, the peculiar circum- 
stances of Marlowe's death as 
uncovered by Professor Hot- 
son, the innumerable items of 
Quarto and Folio research 
that are being reassessed by 
students year after year. 

He put all the bits of his 
bewilderment together and 
came up with a hunch—that 
if Marlowe was not stabbed 
to death in 1593 he might be 
the writer of the Shakespeare 
plays, having shown tremen- 
dous dramatic and poetic 
power while still a young 
man. Proving this hunch, 
however, is a bigger job than 
having it, and the weight of 
evidence still leans heavily 
against it.

FTER all the parallel 

passages have been read 

—and Marlowe and 
Shakespeare did employ what 
might be called a “common 
idiom”—a reader of Mr. Hoff- 
man's book reaches a definite 
decision, that not one shred 
of objective evidence is given 
to indicate that Chris Mar- 
lowe was alive after 1593. 

He was exiled, according to 
this thesis, to protect him 
from execution for atheism 
and misconduct. He dared 
not set foot in England, so 
that plays he wrote were sent 
to Thomas Walsingham, were 


found their way to London 
over the name of a non- 
descript actor and owner of 
real estate named Wm. Shake- 
speare. If, that is to say, he 
was not killed... 

It is true that the England 
of the Armada period, before 
and after, was a fantastic 
world of plote and counter- 
plot, as Mr. Conyers Read 
has shown in his three-volume 
study of Thomas Walsing- 
ham’s brother Francis and 
Elizabeth's ministers general- 
ly. Such a deception as Mr. 
Hoffman conceived might 
have been. practiced. But 
until one concrete bit of 
proof appears of Marlowe's 
surviving his “murder” + 
proof apart from the plays 
themselves or an interpreta- 
tion of them, scholars are 
bound to remain attached to 
the traditional theory of 
authorship. 

Unfortunately, too, ia his 
enthusiasm for a case, Mr. 
Hoffman runs away with his 
evidence. He labors, for in- 
stance, the point that the 
dagger of Frizer, Marlowe's 
murderer, hung ‘“‘at his back,” 
a circumstance that cannot 
be read into the coroner's ac- 
count. He _ grossly wunder- 
estimates Shakespeare's op- 
portunities for gaining an 
education. And his use of 
parallel passages indicates no 
strong feeling for the kind 
of language that all of the 
Elizabethan dramatists tossed 
around in a_ vainglorious 
manner.

ITH Mr. Traversi the 
W ester is in another 

world, one of dramatic 
and poetic meanings to be 
found in the last three plays 
of the Shakespeare canon 
“Cymbeline,” “The Winter's 
Tale,” and “The Tempest” 
and in the uncertain play, 
“Pericles.” It has been cus- 
tomary to regard these plays 
as a falling-off from the high 
level of accomplishment of 
the great tragedies. 

Mr. Traversi thinks not, 
discovering in them a sym- 
bolic handling of plot and 
character and an “inter- 
woven texture of imagery” 
that crown and complete the 
dramatist’s profound under- 
standing of life. 

Through the plays he traces 
a theme of loss leading to 
reconciliation, of conflict be- 
tween human passion and a 
reasoned way of living, of 
wisdom gained by suffering 
and an ultimate harmony to 
be achieved. Because he has 
a rare sensitiveness that 
draws meaning out of the 
speeches, line by line and 
image by image, he brings 
into clear focus for any read- 
er a gleam of the brilliance 
of the “cloud-capped towers, 
the gorgeous palaces” of the 
old familiar dramas. 

Written by Shakespeare, as 
one continues obstinately to 
believe, or by another, the 
plays are richer for what Mr. 
Traversi discovers in them.

EW Americans can write 
F sox our historic free- 

doms, including freedom 
of the press, out of a more 
qualifying experience than 
William L. Chenery. A native 
of Thomas Jefferson's Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Chenery took his 
heritage of liberty to Chicago 
where he entered journalism 
in the heyday of Sherwood 
Anderson, Carl Sandburg, 
Lloyd Lewis, Henry Justin 
Smith, and Harry Hansen. 


Then as editor of the edi- 
torial page of the Rocky 
Mountain News, in Denver, 
he wrote an editorial, “The 
Massacre of the Innocents,” 
on the bitter coal strikes, that 
brought him to the attention

French Poet's 


Lite Warmly, 
Vividly Told 


APOLLINAIRE, by Marcel Adema, 
translated from the French by 
Denise Follict.

HERE could be no more 
T interesting biographical 

subject than Guillaume 
Apollinaire, for as a writer 
he sums up a flowering in- 
terlude of experimentation 
following the breaking of the 
shackles of Romanticism. 


Born in Rome, and out of 
wedlock, of Polish mother 
and Italian father, he first ap- 
peared on the scrolls as 
Guillaume Dulcigni, but was 
baptized Wilhelm de Kostro- 
witzky. When he was 17 his 
still unwed mother moved to 
Paris and there after some 
years of writing he adopted 
the pen name by which he is 
known. 


From his entry into Paris 
until his death at 38, Apolli- 
naire was never free of eco- 
nomic pinch. He kept himself 
alive by journalism and the 
writing of pornographic nov- 
els under pseudonyms. With 
more leisure, he might have 
been a more significant poet, 
but the account of his active 
life as a writer makes his 
biography fascinating. 

He wrote plays, novels and 
criticism as well as verse. 
Always the champion of the 
new, he fostered cubism and 
surrealism and as an art critic 
was the first to encourage 
Picasso. His first collection 
of verse was illustrated by 
Raoul Dufy. 


Of necessity he was a Bo- 
hemian, in the current sense 
of a person whose budget 
does not allow for high ren- 
tals. At one time we find 
him living in an apartment 
on the sixth floor, without 
benefit of elevators, but 
neither Pablo Picasso nor 
Jean Cocteau was averse to 
climbing those flights, for 
punctuated his 
flow of witticisms with trips 
to the kitchen where with 
the same _ discriminating 
craftsmanship applied to his 


verse, he seasoned his de- 
lightful Italian, Greek and 
Chinese recipes.

OW sad that the first 
Hens of World war should 

have given Apollinaire 
maturity and stability, only to 
take him away before he 
could fully utilize this round- 
ing-out of his personality. 
Enlisting as a private because 
of disappointment over a love 
affair, he eventually volun- 
teered for front line duty in 
order to obtain the rank of 
lieutenant and the badly 
needed extra income. But 
a shrapnel wound fractured 
his skull. 


The resultant complications 
lowered his resistance. In 
the midst of a new literary 
career that he was sandwich- 
ing between the duties for 
the Ministry of Information 
given him because of his dis- 
abilities, he died of influenza 
but two days before the 
Armistice. “I want to live!” 
doctors at-

of the nation. After serving 
on the public information 
committee at the Paris Peace 
conference after World War I, 
he first became associate ed- 
itor of the New York Globe 
and then managing editor of 
the New York Sun. 

Thus trained in daily jour- 
nalism, Mr. Chenery began in 
1925 a quarter century asso- 
ciation with Collier’s Maga- 
zine, for 18 years as editor 
and for seven as publisher. In 
that long span, he struck 
many a hard, solid blow for 
the libertics he writes about 
in this positive, vigorous book. 

For while Mr. Chenery calls 
his book, “Freedom of the 
Press,” he writes about all 
our freedoms—speech, reli- 
gion, press and assembly. He 
is for them all and vigorously. 
These freedoms are what has 
made America great and Mr. 
Chenery has no use for weak- 
kneed politicians who are 
afraid to take their stand for 
liberty for fear of offending 
some demagogue who is sup- 
posed to have the public’s ear. 


+ + * 

ERE is a sample of his 
H stouthearted utterance: 

“Up to now the only dan- 
ger has come from the reac- 
tionary politicians and their 
supporters who would deny 
their fellow citizens the bene- 
fits of their constitutional 
guarantees. American Com- 
munists have never been able 
to muster a corporal’s guard. 
Imperialistic autocrats from 
without have been vanquished 
and their military power de- 
stroyed when they made war 
upon a people armed by a 
Willingness to defend their 
own. 

“The only important ene- 
mies of American liberties are 
those who, with the politician 
McCarthy, have tried to take 
away from us the historic 
privilege of examining all 
doctrines and of holding even 
to a false one until we had 
satisfied ourselves of its folly. 

“Those who deny their fel- 
low citizens the constitutional 
privilege of being wrong as 
well as right are themselves 
the only significant un-Amer- 
icans. Those who from the 
privileged position of Con- 
gress, and particularly of the 
Senate, speak contemptuous- 
ly of constitutional immunities 
that belong to all citizens are 
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themselves the fifth column, 
or the Trojan horse deceptive- 
ly brought in to confuse the 
people and so to take away 
their inheritance.” 

Mr. Chenery does not over- 
look the newer forms of com- 


munication — movies, radio 
and television. He discusses 
“The Miracle” censorship 


case and takes his stand for 
fullest freedom here, too. A 
minor point is that while he 
has a good chapter on the 
service to freedom of the 
press of John Peter Zenger of 
colonial times, he does not 
mention Elijah Parish Love- 
joy, who gave his life in de- 
fense of his press at Alton, 
Ill., in 1837,

HE second book is a most 
T valuable collection of 

court decisions — mostly 
from the Supreme Court—in 
cases arising under the Bill 
of Rights. The compiler is a 
professor in the New York 
State School of Industrial 
and Labor Relations at Cor- 
nell University and the book 
is published in the series 
known as the Cornell Studies 
in Civil Liberties, of which 
the Rockefeller Foundation is 
financial sponsor and Cor- 
nell’s distinguished Robert 
E. Cushman is advisory ed- 
itor. 

Prof. Konvitz is also a 
stout libertarian who believes 
that “the history of liberty is 
the history of resistance.” He 
writes also that, apropos the 
opinions of Justices Black, 
Douglas, Rutledge and Mur- 
phy, that “the dissenting opin- 
ion often is, if not the candle 
itsélf, the match that lights 
the candle.”

ARTIN MERSON’S book

SAIGON, Sept. 10 (UP)— 
South Viet Nam Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem today said his gov- 
ernment was independent, firm- 
ly established and making prog- 
ress and strongly denounced 
those “defeatists’ who ‘pre- 
dicted doom” for his nation. 

In an interview, the Premier 
expressed “tremendous appre- 
ciation” for both the moral and 
material assistance given his 
country by the United States. 

He said relations with the 
French — once the _ coijonial 
rulers of his nation—were im- 
proving and said with the aid 
of friendly powers, including 
the free nations of Asia, he: 
was making progress against 
the Communists and improving 
living conditions for his people. | 

Explains In Detail. 

The Premier explained in de- 
tail his views on important sub- 
jects connected with Viet Nam 
and made these points: 

1. His government did not 
sign the Geneva agreement 
which calls for among other 
things north-south elections. 
“However we are for all peace- 
ful means which tend to unify 
the country.” Unfortunately 
Communists. have tried to use 
terms of the Geneva agreement 
to advocate talks supposedly to 
prepare for elections but ac- 
tually to further their propa- 
ganda aims. It is “undesirable” 
to hold a conference such -as 
Communist Vietminh advocates. 

2. “There is no truth to re- 
ports” that the Communists are 
taking over South Viet Nam 
now by infiltration. It is a fact 
that the Communists left agents 
in the south when they with- 
drew, but many people have 
turned against them and they 


have been unable to carry out | 


their objectives. 

3. “We want Viet Nam to be 
a true democracy” so as soon as 
the census is finished at the 
end of the month preparations 
will be made for free elections 
of a national assembly. Even 
refugees from the north. who 
number nearly a million, will 
be allowed to vote. 

4. In South Viet Nam there 
are many sects. “I am not op- 
posed to these sects but I am 
opposed to the armed bands 
which some have set up and 
which are endeavoring to set 
themselves up as feudal lords

Rediscount Rate Hike Had 
Been Anticipated, Is 
View.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 ‘AP)— 
The corporate’ bond market 
eased slightly this week but 
United States Government 
bonds advanced for the second 
straight week. The latter ad- 
vance took place despite the 
rise in the rediscount rate from 
2 to 2% per cent by seven 
mode federal reserve. banks. 
This brought the rate to a 
uniform 2% for 11 of the 12 
banks, leaving only the Boston 
reserve district still lending at 
2 per cent to member banks in 
its area. 

The continued tightening of 
credit was regarded as a sign 
that there would be increasing 
pressure on bond prices in the 
future. Rising interest rates 
naturally tend to reduce bond 
prices so that their yield can 
compete with other investments. 

Boston Rate May Hold. 

Nevertheless, there was no 
{romediate reaction of any ex- 
tent in the bond market to the 
latest anti-inflation measure. 
Market observers felt that the 
hike in the rediscount rate in 
most of the reserve district had 
been anticipated by traders. 

So far as Boston is concerned, 
speculation in Washington was 
that the lending rate there 
might remain for some time at 
2 per cent so that credit would 
be easier for the huge recon- 
struction task in the flood- 
stricken New England states. 

The continued firmness in 
United States Government 
bonds was a repetition of their 
recovery late in summer in the 
face of the earlier increases in 
the rediscount rate 

Trading volume in the holi- 
day-shortened week picked up 
on daily basis over the week 
before. Trading $6,441,000 on 
Vednesday and $5,270,000 
Thursday compared with the 
prior week when $4,700,000 was 
about the best. | 

Averages Unchanged. 

Average prices in the indus- 
trial and utilities sections re- 
mained unchanged from a week 
ago.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP). 
OOD news about jobs, pay- 
(jenecks. production and sales 
gave business an extra. lift 
this week. More Americans were 
working than ever before; per- 
sonal income, at latest count, 
was the highest yet: spending 
in the nation’s retail stores was 


substantially ahead of year-ago 
levels. 


In Wall Street, a new surge 
of confidence sent stock price 
averages to all-time record 
highs. 


The long-range outlook for 
business was hopeful, too. Some 
29,000,000 kids trooped back to 
United States elementary 
schools this week. The United | 
States Office of Education, es- 
timating total student enroll- 
ment in schools, colleges and 
universities this year at nearly | 
40,000,000, forecast an increase 
of 11,500,000 by 1964. For busi- 
ness, this could mean a forced- 
drait program of school con- 
struction, plus over-expanding 
juvenile and teen-age markets. 

Steel Production Upped. 


The steel industry, still strug- 
gling to catch up with demand, 
torced its production up to 93.8 
per cent of capacity for a calcu- | 
lated output of 2,264,000 net 
tons. Production in the same 
weeks last year was 1,502,000. 
Customers continued to com- 
plain about lagging deliveries; 
Government experts warned 
that the industry must under- 
take a gigantic rebuilding and 
expansion program if it is to 
meet future military and civil- 
ian needs. Meanwhile the na- 
tion’s third largest steel pro- 
ducer, Republic Steel Corp., an- 
nounced plans for an immediate 
$130,000,000 expansion. 


The railroads also face an ex- 
pansion problem of major pro- 
pertions. James M. Symes, 
president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, predicted United 
States railroads will spend 20 
billion dollars in the next 10 
years improving their equip- 
ment. That's twice as much as 
they spent in the 10 years after 
1945. 

The Labor day holiday made 
a further dent in automobile 
production, already sharply cur- 
tailed by model changeover 
operations, but it was the calm 
before the storm. Six makes— 
including Ford—were turning 
out ‘their first 1956 cars this 
week: others would soon follow 
suit, with big General Motors 
changing over in October. 
Ford's switch from 1955 to 
1956 production was the short- 
est model changeover in the 
company’s history; Chevrolet's 
shutdown was expected to be 
equally brief. From there on, 
the two leaders would be slug- 
ging it out for first place. 

Employment Reports. 


Output for the upcoming 
fourth quarter was authorita- 
tively estimated at a record 
2,000,000 cars—enough to raise 
the total for the year to an 
unprecedented 8,000,000. 

Brightest spot in the week's 
budget of business news was 
the official United States Gov- 
ernment report on employment. 
It showed 65,500,000 Americans 
in paying jobs last month—the 
highest total ever recorded, and 
up 500,000 from July. Unem- 
ployment, down 234,000 from 
the previous month, amounted 
to only 3.3 per cent of the 
United States labor force, the 
lowest percentage in nearly two 
years. 

Stepped-up industrial produc- 
tion hiked the average work- 
week of factory employes to 
408 hours: average weekly 
earnings of factory ‘workers 
reached an all-time high of $77. 

Equally encouraging were 
the latest statistics on retail 
trade. Department store sales 
at latest count showed an 11 
per cent gain over the com- 
parable year-ago week; total 
retail sales in the week ended 
Sept. 7 were estimated by Dun 
& Bradstreet at from 3 to 7 
per cent higher than a year 
earlier 


The Less Favorable. 


Somewhat less favorable 
were the latest reports on auto 
retail sales, textile prospects, 
and home construction. 

Auto merchants, loaded down 
with staggering inventories of 
unsold 1955 cars, reported rec- 
ord late-summer sales, but at 
prices which left little margin 
for profit. “It's a giveaway 
madhouse,” said one eastern 
dealer.

American Zinc, Lead and 
Smelting Co. was the first to 
boost the price of zinc. Other 
producers quickly followed. 
When this year began, zinc was 
selling at 1142 cents a pound. 
It was increased to 12 cents in 
April and to 124 cents in June. 
Back in the early spring of 
1954, zinc was selling at 914 
cents a pound and a good part 
of the industry was in distress. 
A few months later, the Gov- 
ernment announced a program 
of expanded stockpiling of both 
zine and lead. 


Steady Improvement. 


A steady improvement fol- 
lowed and then came a sharp 
upturn in buying by the boom- 
ing steel and automobile indus- 
tries. In recent months, demand 
for prime western grade zinc 
has been consistently good and 
that for special high-grade zinc 
—used by the auto makers— 
has exceeded supplies. 

Because of Government buy- 
ing and the better industrial 
zinc producers have 
cut their stocks on hand to the 
lowest point in more than three 
vears. Stocks of slab zinc fell 
in August by 5203 tons to 
46.087 tons. Shipments to do- 
mestic consumers rose by 
10,230 tons while deliveries to 
the Government were the low- 
est since the accelerated stock- 
pile program began. 

Trade sources expressed the 
belief that the Government will 
be willing to buy zine at 13 
cents a pound, but that this 
may be just about as high as 
the United States will go. 

The trade has much the same 
feeling about lead at the cur- 
rent price of 15 cents a pound. 
There has been little talk of 


an increase in this quotation, | 


however, although stocks on 
hand have been coming down 
and consumer demand has been 
good right along 
Copper Users Appeal. 

Copper fabricators appealed 
to Washington this week to 
come to their assistance in 
view of the extreme shortage 
of copper. They asked for the 
release of the 100,000 tons of 
copper bought bv 
States from Chile early last 
year to help Chile’s economy. 

The appeal came from the 
Copper and Brass Warehouse 
Association, the Copper and 
Brass Research Association and 
the wire and cable section of 
the National Electrical Manu- 
facturers Association. They said 
they face “the worst crisis in 
the industry's history.”

Earlier Dove Season? Treaty Bars It.

Unfortunately, a long-stand- 
ing treaty between the United 
States and Canada concerning 
migratory birds prohibits dove 
shooting in this country before 
Sept. 1. 


As a result, the United States | 


Fish and Wildlife Service has 
been unable to heed pleads by 
Missouri and some other states 
for an earlier starting date. 

The treaty was signed many 
years ago when little dove re- 
search had been done. Subse- 
quently, Missouri Conservation 
Commission experts and others 
were able to show the first 
movement of doves out of the 
state occurs generally in July, 
with a second migration in 
August. 

Frequently, the doves are all 
gone from Missouri by the time 
the season gets under way. This 
is particularly true if heavy 
rains and cool weather occur in 
July and August 

“I believe Missouri dove 
hunters would be better off if 
we could open the season two 
weeks earlier than now,” Har- 
old Terrill, wildfowl expert for 
the commission, said. 

“This August opening would 
give shooters an increased op- 
portunity to harvest the dove 
supply, without cutting into the 
breeding stock. I don't think we 
should move the start back any 
farther than early August.” 

When the dove season opened 
in Missouri this year, more than 
2,000,000 of the birds had 
moved out, but the hunting 
situation was not so bad as 
might be expected, for an esti- 
mated 4,000,000 remained. At 
the end of last week, this num- 
ber had been reduced by ap- 
proximately 500,000 

Terrill pointed out that Mis- 
souri’s record population of 
doves has been due to very 
favorable conditions during the 
nesting season and a minimum 
of loss in Guatemala, Mexico 
and Texas, where the doves 
spend the winter. 

The dove season ends Oct. 
15—10 days later than last year. 
In Illinois, however, the shoot- 
ing period closes Oct. 5.

1 BEGAN these pages for myself, in order te think out 
my own particular pattern of living, my own individual 
balance of life, work and human relationships. 
since | think best with @ pencil in my hand, | started 
naturally to write. | had the feeling, when the thoughts 
first clarified on paper, that my experience was very 
different from other people's. (Are we all under this 
illusion?) My situatoin had, in certain ways, more free-

Besides, | thought, not all women searching for a 
new pattern of living, or want a contemplative corner of 
their own. Many women are content with their lives as 
they are. They manage amazingly well, far better than

The book is the current

sires. | want to give and take 
from my children and husband, 
to share with friends and com- 
munity, to carry out my obliga- 
tions to man and to the world, 
as a woman, as an artist, as a 
citizen, 

But I want first of all—in 
fact, as an end to these other 
desires—to be at peace with 
myself. I want a singleness of 
eye, a purity of intention, @ 
central core to my life that will 
enable me to carry out these 
obligations and activities as well 
as | can. I want, in fact—to 
borrow from the language of 
the saints—to live “in grace” as 
much of the time as possible. 
I am not using this term in a 
strictly theological sense. By 
grace | mean an inner harmony, 
essentially spiritual, which can 
be translated into outward har- 
mony.

AGUE as this definition may 
V be, I believe most people are 

aware of periods in their 
lives when they seem to be “in 
grace” and other periods when 
they feel “out of grace,” even 
though they may use different 
words to describe these states. 
In the first happy condition, 
one seems to carry all one’s 
tasks before one lightly, as if 
borne along on a great tide; 
and in the opposite state one 
can hardly tie a shoe-string. It 
is true that a large part of life 
consists in learning a technique 
of tying the shoe-string, wheth- 
er one is in grace or not. But 
there are techniques of living 
too; there are even techniques 
in the search for grace. And 
techniques can be cultivated, 
I have learned by some experi-

HIS is not the life of sim- 
T plicity but the life of multi- 

plicity that the wise men 
warn us of. It leads not to unifi- 
cation but to fragmentation. It 
does not bring grace; it destroys 
the soul. And this is not only true 
of my life, I am forced to con- 
clude; it is the life of millions 
of women in America. I stress 
America, because today, the 
American woman more than any 
other has the privilege of choos- 
ing such a life. Woman in large 
parts of the civilized world has 
been forced back by war, by 
poverty, by collapse, by the 
sheer struggle to survive, into a 
smaller circle of immediate time 
and space, immediate family 
life, immediate problems of ex- 
istence.

Forest Service Men What's It Like to Be a Champ? [yicbecg 


On Inspection Tour 


. By Leonard Hall 


States Forest Service dropped in at Possum Trot en 

masse for early morning coffee. There were 11 in the 
group, which kept Ginnie busy for awhile replenishing the 
pot. The occasion was an 
inspection tour of the Mis- 
souri National Forests led 
by Supervisor Byron Groes- 
beck. The group included 
Bill Swingler, assistant 
chief of the service, and 
some of his aides from 
Washington; several old 
friends, including Ham 
Pyles from the Regional 
office in Milwaukee, Pete 
Lewis ahd Buck Hornkohl 
from, Rolla and Ranger 
Jerry Kiadiva, who has 
been in charge of the Po- 
tos! district. 

There's no group of men 
in public work whom I 
enjoy more than the fel- 
lows In the Forest Service. 
They have an esprit de 
corps that is admirable, a complete belief in their work and 
a constant enthusiasm for it, a goal of accomplishment and 
efficiency which certainly are in contrast to all theories 
about the inefficiency of bureaucracy. Part of this comes, 
ef course, from the fact that Forest Service personnel are 
all men with sound scientific training; part because it at- 
tracts men of high ealiber, more interested in the job they 
are doing than in the financial rewards. Part of it is due to 
the rugged outdoor life that is a part of every forester’s 
training—and to the understanding of nature which comes 
from long contact with mountains, forests and wilderness. 
And part of it doubtless stems from the fact that the Forest 
Service is what one might call a “lean” service; always 
called upon to do a big job with too little money and man- 
power. 


W: HAD an interesting hour last week when the United 


-. 

From the standpoint of its over-all appropria- 
tion, the Service fared fairly well tn the last Con- 
gress, though this by ne means solves all of its 
problems. Right now some of the most serious of 
these are created by a combination of uranium ex- 
ploration and the outmoded laws governing mining 
claims on National Forest land. But this is the sort 
of pressure which all custodians of the public do- 
main are constantly subjected to—the pressure of 
gpecial interests such as lumbermen, miners, cattle- 
men, oil explorers, waterpower developers. And in 
the end, with the backing of a public which becomes 
steadily more conservation minded, compromises 
are generally worked out. 
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@ ONE AREA of Forest Service functioning where investl- 
gation and planning—and funds—are badly needed is recre- 
ation. We've reached the point where there are 40,000,000 
visitors to the national forests annually; most of these vis- 
itors coming for purposes of recreation—to fish, hunt in sea- 
son, or camp while on vacation. Several proposals have 
been made to allocate a definite percentage of receipts from 
timber sales to developing the recreational facilities of the 
national forests, although both Congress and the depart- 
ments are inclined to frown on this method of raising money. 
But the Forest Service is stumbling along with totally in- 
adequate facilities, most of them dating from CCC days, 
and with no money for new camp sites and the like to take 
care of the far heavier load of visitors or even to keep the 
old ones in good repair. It is high time that the millions of 
Americans who use the national forests for recreation 
started bearing down on their representatives in Govern- 
ment to attack this problem. 
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After the foresters departed, I went cattle 
hunting. Last week we'd turned the steers out into 
the woods pasture along the creek; an area of some 
35 acres where no cattle had grazed for a year and 
which had grewn into a veritable jungle. 
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@ ONCE WE TURNED THE STEERS OUT, they scat- 
tered. Some jumped the fence to join the cow herd and 
others found their way into the pasture with the heifers. 
But there were a half dozen that no amount of hunting 
would locate, though we combed the brush on horseback. 
Finally on Saturday afternoon I decided to try a search on 
foot. So with Mike and Tiger and, from long habit, my shot- 
gun, I started out from the south water gap. The dove 
season had opened, but Ginnie hoped I wouldn't see any. 
I did, but didn’t shoot. In fact, I watched three young 
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fox squirrels playing under a buckeye tree and even failed 
to draw a bead on the fat groundhogs that are making «a 
nuisance of themselves burrowing in the back clover field. 
Somehow, it seemed too peaceful an afternoon to start war- 
ring on any of our harmless wildlife. 

As I pushed along through the tall cover, I realized 
how different this is from hiking across open country where 
horizons stretch into the distance. Here everything is close 
up, so that you must develop a sort of microscopic eye. The 
far-away hill has a charming dissymmetry and the mountain 
a rugged though irregular grandeur. This close-up world, 
on the other hand, is one of geometric forms, repeated over 
and over. It is a world of leaf and stem and flower and 
seed-pog. And though these differ for different kinds of 
plants, the pattern is repeated countless times for each 
plant of the same species. And the same is true, in only 
Siightly lesser degree, of the world of insects. 

Thus one might say that the broad landscape furnishes 
inspiration for the artist; and the close-up landscape for 
the architect, the designer and the artisan. Here are the 
forms which become the arch and flying buttress, the column 
with its graceful capital, the decorative frieze with its motif 
that repeats again and again. But enough of the microscopic 
eye. The lost steers turned up safely in a thickety corner 
and next week will be on their way to market. And I ar- 
rived home in time for evening chores—and with my gun

OCKY MARCIANO was explaining that being

“It's everything,” he _ said, 
slowly, earnestly. “You lose 
the title and you lose people's 
respect and admiration and, of 
course, you lose money. 

“It would hurt—it would hurt 
a lot—to find a guy who could 
lick me, you know? So far, I 
haven't. And I don’t think I 
wilt for awhile, That's import- 
ant, you know? I mean know- 
ing you can lick anyone in the 
world. It's the kind of confi- 
dence a guy needs.” 

This huge understatement, 
delivered solemnly, was inter- 
rupted by Charlie Goldman, the 
little, owlish trainer. 

“Rocky's got to get his rest,” 
he said dourly. The champ ex- 
cused himself politely and went 
up to his tiny, bare sleeping 
porch to catch his afternoon 
nap. 

“Laymen don’t realize the 
sacrifices involved,” Goldman 
said. “They just watch a fight 
a half hour, maybe an hour, 
they don’t realize the months 
of hard work, how the man has 
to deny himself, how he has to 
live like a hermit.” 

We were sitting on the porch 
of an old, white clapboard 
house, the champ’s training 
quarters, on the edge of a 
mountain-top airport.

AKE is a nice accompaniment with stewed fruit. custard 
( of jelly for dessert. But, although it is nice, it is not 

necessary. 

The stewed fruit or the custard or the jelly is dessert 


enough. It can stand on 
its own feet.

asks if there is any cake. 
Such a question causes a 
disturbance.

First Detailed Account of President's Acquisition of 496 Acres of Land and Buildings Near Gettysburg, Pa.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., 
Sept. 10. 


HE hay-baler moved across 
T the ‘Pennsylvania field un- 

der the hot sun. Two dozen 
Angus beef cattle loafed in the 
shade at the edge of the pas- 
ture. In the northwest field, 
corn stood better than knee- 
high. 

To the casual passerby on the 
narrow country road, the farm 
looked like most of the other 
large, prosperous places’ in 
Adams county. The roomy white 
house and big “Pennsywivania 
Dutch” barn with the three 
dovecotes on top could have 
been found on scores of other 
places in the gently rolling hills 
of the area. 

But a-closer look revealed 
some features that wouldn't 
look normal on any farm in 
Pennsylvania, Minnesota or any- 
where else. 

A handfull of small white 
structures, looking like outdoor 
telephone booths, was scattered 
around the edges of the place. 
A uniformed policeman stood 
behind a closed gate at the end 
of the driveway to the house. 
His badge revealed what was 
different about this farm: it 
carried the inscription: “White 
House Police.” 

The policeman—and the se- 
cret service agents who can 
watch all approaches from their 
seats in the “telephone booths” 
—are part of a tight secrecy 
curtain that dropped over 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s farm 
home the day he became Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Since that time, press and 
public have been barred from 
the scene. Few details of the 
farm and the rebuilt house that 
have cost the Eisenhowers about 
a quarter of a million dollars 
($158,518 for land and buildings, 
plus a conservative estimate of 
$100,000 for rebujlding the 
house) have been released. 

I have been able to construct 
a picture of the Eisenhower 
farm by searching county rec- 
ords, talking to neighbors and 


local farm officials, checking 
‘maps and just plain looking 
across the fence. 

* . + 


HIS is the first detailed 
T story of the President's farm 

to be published. Here are 
the facts: 

The place is actually made 
up from three farms, totaling 
495 acres. Ike bought the first, 
central unit—189 acres with a 
house, barn, assorted outbuild- 
ings and a meandering brook— 
in 1950. He paid $40,000—$24,- 
000 for land and buildings and 
$16,000 for stock and equipment. 

In July 1954, a sécond farm, 
a 125-acre place adjoining the 
President's land on the south, 
was purchased. The price tag 
on this place—no doubt some- 
what inflated by the fame of 
the buyer—was $55,000. A house 
and barn were included. 

This spring, a third unit— 
to the north of the original pur- 
chase—was added. This farm, 
running to 161 acres and in- 
cluding house and barn, cost 
$44 318.

The purchase of the addi- 
tional land—which makes up 
over 300 of the 496 acres—ap- 
parently was intended to pro- 
vide the first family with more 
privacy than it could have had 
otherwise. The 125-acre farm 
to the south, for example, 
stretched clear across the 
Eisenhower boundary, and the 
house on that place was only a 
few hundred yards from the 
new barbecue fireplace outside 
his study.

HEN Mr. Eisenhower start- 
Wc to make over his farm, 

he found the house itself 
wasn't the only thing that need- 
ed rebuilding. Reconstruction 
of the living quarters, which 
took over a year, was the most 
obvious change. But the shifts 
in farm operation eventually 
may make more adjustments in 
the appearance of the Gettys- 
burg place. 

Mr. Eisenhower discovered— 
as he himself told a group re- 
cently—that the soil on the 
farm, which had been intensive- 
ly cultivated to support a dairy- 
poultry business, was badly 
worn out. 

The farming pattern in 1951 
and 1952, while Mr. Eisenhower 
was still overseas in Paris and 
the farm was being run without 
his personal supervision, was 
roughly the same as it had been 
under the ownership of Allen 
Redding, who lived there for 30 
vears before selling it to the 
Eisenhowers. 

In 1952, for example, the re- 
ported cropping plan for the 
189 acres showed 160 acres un- 
der cultivation—48 in corn, 32 
in winter wheat, 68 in oats and 
12 labeled “miscellaneous.” Of 
the remaining 30 acres, much 
could not be tilled—some was 
woodland (‘there is a small 
grove northwest of the house) 
and some was in grass along 
the edges of the brook. 

This cropping plan was aimed 
at supporting about 22 Holstein 
and Guernsey milch cows, some 
20 heifers and over 700 laying 
hens—a unit that was reported 
in June 1952 to be producing 
between 60 and 70 gallons of 
milk and from 24 to 30 dozen 
eges a day. 

According to printed reports, 
the farm operated at a loss in 
1951. In that year, it was re- 
ported, about $1000 worth of 
wheat was sold to the govern- 
ment, but none was put under 
loan after that. The farm had a

wheat acreage allotment as late 
as 1953, when the President was 
listed as eligible to vote in the 
wheat marketing quota election. 

(The Adams county agricul- 
tural stabilization and conser- 
vation (ASC) office refuses to 
discuss any of its dealings with 
the President's farm—on orders 
from the state ASC director, 
savs the office manager) 

The summer of 1952 brought 
a lot of changes Gen. Eisen- 
hower came home and became 
President, which meant that he 
was in no position to be run- 
ning a farm for private profit. 
This in turn brought a change 
in business arrangements 

In 1951 and 1952, Mr. Eisen- 
hower had operated in partner- 
ship with George E. Allen, a 
longtime Washington figure and 
personal friend who is credited 
with persuading the Eisenhow- 
ers to buy the Gettysburg place. 
Allen, a likeable gent who was 
on good terms with Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman as well 
as Eisenhower, owns an 80-acre 
farm down the pike from the 
President's 


tion, however, the partner- 

ship was dissolved. This did 
not mean the end of Mr. Eiscen- 
hower’'s association with Allen, 
though. Allen bought out only 
the stock and equipment. He 
uses the farmland, but pays 
rent for it now. 

“When he became President, 
he decided it wouldn't be proper 
to be in partnership with any- 
body,” Allen explains. “He's 
super-sensitive about doing the 
proper thing. So I bought him 
out—wrote him a check for his 
share of the farming operation 
—and I now lease the entire 
farm.” 

According to Allen, the only 
business transactions Ike now 
has in connection with the farm 
are the receipts of rent from 
Allen and a payment for “board- 
ing” the small but growing pres- 
idential livestock herd. 

Allen currently has 38 Angus 
beef animals on the place. He 
plans to restrict his operations 
to livestock. He thinks now he 
may raise hogs to provide a 
cash crop while he is building 
the Angus herd. On his own 
farm nearby he has some 300 
sheep, but he has no plans to 
install any at the Eisenhower 
piace. The crops now being 
grown on the farm, he says, are 
ior feeding the stock. 

Allen has placed responsibil- 
ity for running the farm in the 
hands of two men. Ivan Feaster 
is the resident farmer. He works 
on a salary from Allen, and is 
the man who votes for the farm 
in wheat quota elections and 
similar referendums. Brig. Gen. 
Arthur .S. Nevins, also on a sal- 
ary from Allen, is supervisor of 
the operation 

The fact that Ike has no 
financial interest in the profit 
or loss of the farm doesn't pre- 
vent him from keeping a close 
eye on the operation. Allen says 
the President “is always inter- 
ested in what's happening—he 
walks all over the place, look- 
ing at what's being done.”

R. EISENHOWER'S exact 
M sinancia arrangements for 
the farm have never been 
disclosed by the White House 
But he told a farm group this 
summer that he doesn't make 
or loge money on the farm when 
prices rise or fall. His arrange- 
ment, he said, does not give him 
“any interest in the income and 
the debts of my farm—that is 
something that purely belongs 
to the fellow leasing it.” 
Feaster, the man who actual- 
ly does the farming, is a 35- 
year-old World War II navy vet- 
eran who was raised on a West 
Virginia farm. Feaster, with his 
wife and children, lives in the 
former Earl Brandon farm- 
house, across the brook from 
the Eisenhower home. (The 
Feasters lived in the Eisen- 
hower house until last year, but 
moved out when it was torn up 
for remodeling and the Pres- 
ident began to spend weekends 
on the place.)

ing a crew that runs up to as 
many as half a dozen men in 
busy times. (The size of the force 
has caused a certain amount of 
eyebrow-raising by local ob- 
servers, who comment that 
there seems to be a surplus of 
“chiefs” which keeps more “In- 
dians” busy than should be 
needed.) 

With Allen leasing the farm 
but away most of the time, op- 
erations are under the super- 
vision of retired Gen. Nevins, 
who served on Ike's World War 
rl planning staff in Europe. 
Nevins, who has lived in Get- 
tysburg since his retirement, 
not only acts as supervisor or 
overseer for Allen but also han- 
dies some docal business mat- 
ters for the President. 


Each of the four additional 
land purchases, for instance, 
was made in Nevinss name-—a 
fact which seems to convince no 
one around Gettysburg that the 
land belongs to Nevins. “One of 
these days,” says county re- 
torder of deeds Harvey Reidin- 
ger, “we will get deeds trans- 
ferring title to Mr. Eisen- 
hower.” 

The shift in management of 
the farm after the 1952 season 
coincided with a major change 
in the pattern of farm opera- 
tions. The dairy herd was sold 
early in 1953. The chickens fol- 
lowed. 

That spring, 40 more acres 
went into hay. Although there 
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(planted the preceding fall, 50 
in corn and 20 in oats, the pas- 
ture area was up to 80 acres— 
almost one-half of the entire 
190 acres. 

This was part of a general 
switch to a grass-farming plan 
The change was sorely needed 
the President told a group of 
farm editors this spring that a 
soil survey showed three fourths 
of the topsoil was washed awa) 
or worn out. 

The farm was put under a 
soil conservation service (SCS) 
district agreement ‘with Nevins 
signing for the President). The 
local SCS office made a survey 
of the farm, complete with aeri- 
al photo-map analysis, and sug- 
gested procedures.

HAT was proposed’ The 

local SCS technicians, fed- 

eral employes, won't talk 
about the farm at all. They say 
they don't want to lose their 
jobs. But the county extension 
agent, F. S. Zettle. gives this 
picture of the soil situation on 
the farm: 

There are two main soil types 
in the Gettysburg area—with 
the dividing line between them 
roughly splitting the Eisenhow- 
er farm from north to south. To 
the east of this line, where the 
land runs up to the Confederate 
battle memorials on Seminary 
ridge, the soil is volcanic, 
“blue,” tight, hard to drain. 


This soil is best suited for gra

The house as it now stands is 
an architectural mixture, as if 
ike and Mamie had put their 
pet ideas from 40 years of rent- 
ed houses and government quar- 
ters around the world into the 
remodeling. The old center sec- 
tion is brick: the two large new 
wings, on each side of it, are 
wood: the study wing is field- 
stone. 

The resulting structure is not 
like most of the other farm- 
houses in the area; they tend to 
be simple rectangular buildings, 
made of a single material— 
wood, stone or brick. From 
the back the Eisenhower house 
looks rather unyielding, with 
the face of the house in one 
plane broken by a number of 
windows—including a slightly 
incongruous picture window on 
the first floor.

In addition to the urgings of 


George Allen, Ike and Mamie 
had fond memories of time 
spent at Camp Colt, a World 
War I training camp on the 
hattlefield Ike, a junior of- 
ficer, taught tank tactics—withe- 
out tanks—near what is now his 
farm 

A keen student of military 
history, the President has long 


been interested in the battle of 
Gettysburg—so interested, in 
fact, that one recent weekend 
he treated his young grandson 
to a guided tour of the historie 
area 

The countryside had another 
sentimental attraction for the 
Fisenhowers. While they were 
there, they enjoyed many happy 
times with their first sor, 
Dwight Jr. who died a few 
years later when he was still a 
small boy. 

In addition to these personal 
matters, the Eisenhower family 
had deep roots in Pennsylvania 
soil. Nicolas Eisenhower set- 
tled in Lebanon county, about 
50 miles northeast of Gettys- 
burg, in 1753. The President's 
father, David, lived in Eliza- 
bethville, Pa. as a youngster; 
his brother, Milton, is president 
of Pennsylvania State college.

'the Secondary Market Opera- 


tions of the Association to be 
financed by private capital to 
“the maximum extent feasible” 
and to provide a method for the 
eventual ownership by the 
shareholders of common stock. 


Funds Re-employed. 


Participants of the Secondary | 


Market Operations subscribe to 
common stock equal to 3 per 
cent of the dollar value of the 
mortgage purchased by FNMA. 
These proceeds, plus general 
surplus, 
for the replacement of initial 
funds obtained from the Secre- 
tary, When the obligations have 
been satisfied, recemmenda- 
tions for the transfer to private 
ownership are in order. 

The extent of FNMA’s opera- 
tions in the past can be gauged 
from the volumes of its opera- 
tions. Since its 1938 start, it 
has purchased 
$4,900,000,000 of mortgages. 
More than 690,000 family homes 
have been provided through 
this assistance. 

In Missouri the total pur- 
chases outstanding as of June 
30, 1955, amounted to $32, 830,- 
000. This does not include 
mortgages that already have 
been liquidated. 

During the period of its ex- 
istence to the above date FNMA 
has not only paid its own way 


but has made substantial 
profits, totaling approximately 
$188,000,000. 


Besides the Secondary Mar- 
ket Operations, FNMA has two 
other main programs, namely, 
Special Assistance, and - Man- 
agment and Liquidating. Each 
of the three is operated like a 
separate business as far as 
functions and accountability are 
concerned, but all are under the 
same directors and officers. 

Special Assistance, as _ its 
name implies, covers assistance 
in special housing programs. 
Under it comes disaster hous- 
ing, such as follows hurricanes, 
floods, earthquakes and fires 
Also special assistance for hous- 
ing for personnel of the armed 
services under certain condi- 
tions, co-operative housing, and 
urban renewal housing. 

Not to be overlooked, says 
FNMA, is the authority of the 
Association under the Special 
Assistance Program to provide 
mortgage assistance to retard 
or stop a decline in mortgage 
lending and home building ac- 
tivities “which threaten materi- 
ally the stability of a high level 
national economy.” The exer- 
cise of this authority can con- 
tribute toward stabilization of 
the housing market.

| One of the finest of lawn 
grasses is Zoysia matrella. It

Great Year-- 
What Next? 


By FRANK SNYDER 


DETROIT, (INS)—The great- 
est year in the automobile in- 
dustry’s history is in the mak- 
ing—but what about 1956? 

Production of passenger cars 
January through August al- 
ready has passed the five and 


’ a half million mark. The full 


year’s output should easily top- 
ple the 1950 record of 6,674,933 
by several hundred thousand. 

New model changeovers have 
slowed down production con- 
siderably but the pace will pick 
up again later this month and 
go back into high gear for the 
balance of the vear. 

The amazing demand for 1955 
model cars still has everyone 
talking—perhaps even forget- 
ting about what might happen 
to the new car market next 
year. 

To begin with, 1956 is not 
the year for a complete change- 


:’ over of models. Except for Lin- 


coln and one or two other mod- 
els there will be only a face- 
lifting — new grills, ornaments 
and rearrangement of the 
— _ 

safe- 


Clean-up Job Next. 

Thus, this important factor 
of newness is not going to be 
present to spur car sales next 
vear. In addition the dealers 
have a tremendous clean-up job 
to do on their 1955 inv entories 
of new Cars. 

Another factor that might in- 
fluence the new car market in 


1956 is possible economic un- | 


easiness in a presidential elec- 
tion year. Since the end of the 
last war there is only one other 
national election year on which 
to base any prediction. That was 
1952 when production dropped 
to 4,337,481 cars, the lowest 
since 1948 

In 1953 production rebounded 
to the second highest in history 

a total of 6,134,534 units— 
and in 1954 leveled off to what 
industry spokesmen said _ is 
about the right number to satis- 
fy the replacement market and 
keep the economy at an even 
keel. 

Dealers Loaded Down. 

But that 5,509,550-car output 
last year—even if it were dup- 
licated in 1956—could play the 
dickens with employment and 
everything else. Conceivably, a 
poor automotive production 
year could influence the out- 
come of the election as wel! 

To some extent the produc- 
tion of 1955 model cars was pre- 
dicted on the threat of strikes 
that never materialized when 
the companies bowed to union 
contract demands this summer. 
Dealers allowed themselves to 


be loaded down with new cars 
-——jJUSL In Case. 

With the supplemental un- 
employment benefit plans for 


auto workers going into effect 
beginning next June the com- 
panies no doubt will be work- 
ing on plans to stabilize produc- 
tion as well as employment. 
How this might affect the new 
car picture next year is yet to 
be seen. 
Back In “Big Three” 

Chrysler Corp. has sold its 
one-millionth “forward look” 
car to mark its return as a full- 


fledged competitor in the “big 
three” auto circle. According to 
Charles L. Jacobson, Chrysler 
vice president in charge of 
sales, 65.4 per cent of the mil- 
lion 1955 cars sold so far were 
powered by V-8 engines. He 


said automatic § transmissions 
went into 66.1 per cent, power 
steering in 246 and power 
brakes in 21.5 per cent. Nearly 


10 per cent of them were alr- 
conditioned. 
New Safety Features. 

Both General Motors 
Chrysler have followed 
upon Ford Motor Co 
nouncements of new 
door latches in the 
1956 model cars 

The G.M. Fisher Body Di- 
vision says it has developed a 
new type of safety interlocking 
device to prevent automobile 
doors from being forced open 
in the event of a collision.

In one instance, 
sturdy metal tubes of combina- 
tion burn and antiseptic oint- 
ment are replacing the glass 
vials of antiseptic that can 
break and ruin the other kit 
items. 

“Keep one of these first aid 
kits in your glove compart- 
ment,” advise the safety ex- 
perts, “It may save e your life.”

In addition, Brannan proposed | 
a broad use of Government sub- | 
sidies to achieve a dual goal | 
of high returns to farmers and 
cheaper food for consumers. 
The plan was never accepted by 
Congress, but farm leaders gen- 
erally agree that it still has 
many supporters. 

The Wickard-Brannan  ele- 
ment is opposed in the Demo- 
cratic party by a group headed 
by Senators Clinton P. Ander- 
son of New Mexico, himself a 
former agriculture secretary, 
and Spessard L. Holland of 
Florida. This group helped push 
the Administration's flexible 
support program through Con- 
gress.

In a speech before a Demo- 
cratic farm conference at Sioux 
Falls, S. D., a year ago, Steven- 
son aroused the enmity of the 
high support wing by saying 
that he did not believe that 
either high price guarantees or 
flexible price floors would pro- 
vide a permanent cure for the 
farm problem. This conference 
was attended almost wholly by 
advocates of high farm sup- 
ports. They included Wickard, 
Brannan, Senator Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota, former 
Senator Guy Gillette of Iowa 
and a number of candidates for 
Congress in last year's election.

But It Still Has a Corn- 
and-Beans Economy 
Overlaid With U.S. 


Luxuries.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 10 (AP) 
After more than a century of 
almost constant internal dis- 
turbances which slowed its de- 
velopment, Mexico is growing 
up and life is easier all around. 

Mexico was settled by Euro- 
peans almost 100 years before 

3 the United States. Even before 
that it had a whole mosaic of 
Indian cultures, some of them 
very advanced. Its _ national 
university is older than Harvard 
end Mexico was printing books 
while the Jamestown settlers 
were still wondering if they 
could hold out. 

Yet Mexico has always been 
nvershadowed by its bigger, 
richer, and generally happier. 
neighbor. Its industry § and 
trade are modeled on the Unit- 
ed States (although its banks 
and older retail stores follow 
French customs). The United 
Btates is Mexico's best custom- 
er and best supplier. Millions 
of Mexicans have lived in the 
United States and the United 
States influence is stronger here 
than in any other foreign coun- 
try except, perhaps, Canada. 
Luxuries and Corn and Beans. 

Mexico's living is a two-layer 
matter—United States luxuries 
overlaid on a basis of Mexico's 
corn-and-beans, way of life. The 
average Mexican eats corn tor- 
tillas and goes to Hollywood 
movies. He wears sandals in 
the country but when he trav- 
els he goes by Detroit-made 
busses. The farmer may, plow 
with oxen or burros, but he 
plants the newest hybrid seed 
corn. 

Despite this terrific cultural 
pressure from the north—not 
deliberate — Mexico has re- 
mained a Latin, Catholic coun- 
try. Lengthy and late lunch 
hours are still the custom even 
{n United States advertising 
agencies, those bridgeheads of 
American energy. Mexico has 
its own movie, industry and its 
best films are good. Politics is 
noisy, not notoriously honest. 
Newspapers still publish poetry. 

New roads and airlines have 
reduced the hills. Water run- 
ning off them has been turned 
into electric power. New crops 
have made the valleys more 
productive. 

Mexico is taking other things 
avidly from the outside: new 
power plants, new roads, new 
trains, new factories. Not all 
of them are economically 
sound. But in general they are 
paying their way in the form 
of easier living 

Population Up 40 Per Cent. 

In 15 vears Mexico has in- 
ereased its population 40 per 
eent. It's national income, the 
total value of all farm and fac- 
tory goods, has doubled in that 
time. That means that 40 per 
¢ent more people and 100 per 
cent more goods and everybody 
is eating more, dressing better 
and spending a little more on 
luxuries 

Basically, the reason for al! 
this improvement is political 
Mexico is enjoying the longest 
period of internal peace in its 
history. It has gone longer 
without a revolution than any 
other Latin American state 

The Mexican revolution went 
an for seven vears, beginning 
in 1910. When it ended, every- 
hody had a little bit of what 
he fought for. The government 
is basically pro-labor, so labor 
is happy. It has agrarian aims, 
so the landless farmer has at 
least a hope of getting his own 
land as additional acreage 1s 
brought under irrigation. The 
government is not socialistic, so 
the business man is confident 


A middle class, that great 
dampener of _ violent social 
movement, is ‘beginning to 
form. 

Maturity and peace, in turn, 


have made it possible for the 
government and private enter- 
prise between them to get busy 
on welfare. 
Cotton Earns Dollars. 

Irrigation, has increased cot- 
ton production, now the chief 
dollar-earning export, with cof- 
fee close behind. These crops 
grow fresh every year, unlike 
exports of silver, lead and zinc 
which have gradually exhausted 
the mines 

Internal peace also has given 
Mexico a terrific income from 
tourists. The 400,000 North 
Americans who visit here every 
vear are one of the countrys 
chief sources of dollars 

The return of migrant farm 
workers after helping with 
United States harvests has had 
a big effect on Mexico, socially 
and economically. Probably one 
of every 20 Mexicans has vis- 
ited the United States. They 
bring back not only the dollars 
they earned but, generally, an 
admiration for American ways. 

Peace and comparative plenty 
make Mexico's present picture a 
pretty one, but there are still 
dangers. Neither its peace nor 
its prosperity are on any guar- 
anteed foundation 

Health is still a problem. The 
death rate in childbirth, to cite 
ene example, is down from ap 
deaths to 30 deaths per 10,000 
in 15 years. The United States 
rate is only nine deaths. Too 
many Mexicans are still drink- 
ing contaminated water, par- 
ticularly in the capital. There 
are too few doctors, particularly 

the country.

BONN, Sept. 10—A mammoth 
new industrial project, of the 
type dear to the hearts of Com- 
munist planners, is beginning 
to take shape in the southeast 
corner of the Soviet zone of 
Germany near Hoyerswerda. 

The installation, to be called 
the “schwarze pumpe,” literally 
“the black pump,” takes its name 
from an isolated\guest house on 
the road between Hoyerswerda 
and Spremberg. The name is 
fitting in more ways than one. 

The “schwarze pumpe” will 
be devoted to the making of 
industrial coke from the brown 
coal or lignite that is Eastern 
Germany’s principal natural re- 
source. Power, gas and impor- 
tant by-products for East Ger-’ 
manys chemical industry will 
also be produced, according to 
the planners.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10—An 
extremely pure metal makes 
possible a wristwatch radio. A 
rare metal is responsible for 
the development of usefwu] 


power from the atom. An alloy 
of metals able to withstand 
high temperature sends a jet 
plane streaking across the na- 
tion. 

These are only forerunners 
of a new and great age of 
metals now on the industrial 
horizon. That age will see wall 
television, truly automatic fac- 
tories, refrigerators without re- 
frigerants, space travel and 
wonders beyond the imagina- 
tion. 

In perhaps 20 years, names 
like zirconium, silicon, ger- 
manium, berylium, titanium, 
lithium and sodium wil] fall as 
easily on the tongue as copper, 
nickel and chromium do today. 
Industry will look back on our 
present era of steel and alumi- 
num as somewhat primitive. 

These possibilities were on 
the minds this week of the 
metals scientists who moved 
into General Electric’s new 
$5,000,000 laboratory at Sche- 
nectady, N.Y., devoted to met- 
als and ceramics. 


Began in 19th Century. 

The growth of metallurgy 
started in the last quarter of 
the Nineteenth Century with 
improved methods of smelting 
copper, zinc and other ‘metals 
and the development of a 
primitive knowledge of alloys. 
In general, metallurgy was di- 
rected toward the obvious use 
of metals: Steel for strength, 
aluminum for lightness, copper 
for electrical conduction, chro- 
mium for shine, tin for plating 
and cobalt, nickel, tungsten, 
manganese for alloying 

Less than 100 years ago most 
of the metals produced were 
either in negligible amounts or 
in the several -thousand - ton 
range. Today world production 
is in millions of tons of each 
kind of those early metals. 

Now scientists are looking 
into the curious properties of 
metals. They want to know, for 
example, how they conduct 
electricity and how to adapt 
those special conducting prop- 
erties to new devices. 

There is a whole class of 
metals, including gallium, indi- 
um, silicon and germanium 
which have the property of be- 
ing partial conductors of elec- 
tricity. Purified to a high de- 
gree by special electrical and 
vacuum melting processes, they 
have been*turned into an amaz- 
ing series of devices called 
transistors. 


Transistor Described. 

These transistors, which are 
no bigger than a hound’s tooth, 
have the ability to do almost 
everything that an ordinary 
radio tube can do, plus having 
the advantage of using very lit- 
tle electric power. AS s00n as 
the mass production problems 


of these devices are worked 
out, you may expect to see: 
Miniature _ television sets, 


wristwatch radios, every home 
protected against fire with an 


alarm system, automatically 
driven automobiles on auto- 
matic highways, telephone sys- 
tems run on solar electrical 


power and telephones without 
dials or operators. 

Besides the transistors, there 
are a group of metal com-| 
pounds known as ferrites, which, 
in the shape of doughnuts, can 
remember electrical signals. 
Such devices, which are about 
as big as transistors, can form 
the memories and working ele- 
ments of the huge: electrical 
computers necessary to operate 
automatic factories, keep track 
of business inventories, run de- 
fense radar systems, solve Army 
logistics problems. 

Special alloys of copper, 
which grow cool when electric- 
ity is passed through them, have 
been suggested for refrigerators. 
Now in the development stage 
are such cooling devices. The 
advantage would be the ab- 
sence of poisonous refrigerants 
and the ability to disperse a 
refrigerating system throughout 
a house without costly and 
cumbersome refrigerating tubes 
and compression motors. 

High temperature alloys have 
opened up the era of jet travel. 
They may form the basic struc- 
ture of space ships. At present, 
there are scores of high tem- 
perature alloys which use met- 
als which were comparatively 
unknown 20 years ago. 

Role in Atomic Energy. 

But it is in the atomic energy 
field that metallurgy has seen 
and will see its greatest tests. 
The design of a nuclear reactor 
requires rare metals of the 
highest purity and in consider- 
able quantity. Berylium, zircon- 
ium and molbydenum are just 
three of the more useful ones. 

The reason for the rare metal 
use is that the nuclear reactor 
is sensitive to certain metals 
which absorb neutrons, those 
etomic particles that make 
araniuim split and release its 
energy. Berylium, zirconium 
and molbydenum are metals 
which do not absorb neutrons 
and therefore can be used in 
the structural elements of the 
reactor. 

In addition a whole new | 
metallurgy has been developed 
fot handling the metals that are 
made radioactive in an atomic 
pile and cannot be approached

HONG KONG, Sept. 10—The 
Chinese Communists are mak- 
ing energetic efforts to win 
friends and influence in the 
Moslem world. 

This new emphasis in Pei- 
ping’s foreign policy follows an 
earlier program of seeking to 
build ties with the Buddhist 
peoples of South and East Asia. 

Both of these programs cap- 
italize on the presence in China 
of important communities of 
Moslems and Buddhists of many 
schools, such as the Tibetan and 
Mongolian lamas and the Chuan 
Buddhists who have much in 
common with Zen Buddhism in 
Japan. The aim apparently is 
to present the Communists as 
the protector of Asian culture. 
The targets of this new ap- 
proach are the populous Mo- 
hammedan lands of Indonesia, 
Pakistan, the Middle East, 
Egypt and Africa. 


Mecca Pilgrimage. 

In July 19 prominent imams 
and other Moslem leaders left 
Kunming, China, by air for 
Mecca to make their pilgrim- 
age. They included Imir Makh- 
dum who is the vice chairman 
of the China Islamic Associa- 
tion and leaders of the Uighur 
and other minority peoples of 
Chinese central Asia. 


At the same time Peiping 
was host to delegates to the 
world peace assembly from 
Lebanon, Iraq, Syria, Sudan 


and Jordan. They were received 
and entertained by Burhan, who 
heads the China Islamic As- 
sociation and has been a key 
figure in arranging acceptance 
of the Chinese Communists by 
the often nomadic Moslems in 
the deep hinterland. Appar- 
ently, the Middle Eastern dele- 
gates were given the full treat- 
ment, including conducted tours 
and speeches intended to per- 
suade them that Mao Tse-tung 
and his followers were really 
protectors of the Mohammedan 
faith. 

The estimated 60,000,000 Mos- 
lems 'in Indonesia have been a 
special interest of the Peiping 
Government. The Moslem-run 
Masjumi party is the most pow- 
erful single political organiza- 
tion in Indonesia and the prin- 
cipal obstacle to the extension 
of the fast-growing Communist 
party there 

Many Indonesians have been 
invited to Communist China on 
cultural and sport missions and 
through other devices. The lim- 
ited information coming out 
from the mainland indicates 
that while trying to sell the new 
order to these visitors the Chi- 
nese Communists have been 
particularly anxious to persuade 
them that Chinese Moham- 
medans were well off. 

Special Concessions. 

Internally, the Chinese Com- 
munists have made numerous 
special concessions for the Mos- 
lems whom Peiping numbers at 
about 10,000,000 although earlier 
estimates indicated there were 
twice that number. 

By classifying the Moham- 
medans as members of “nation- 
al minorities” they have ex- 
empted them from many harsh 
features of the Communist-en- 
gineered revolution. 

The Mohammedans have been 
permitted to keep more proper- 
ty than ordinary Chinese. 

Ancient cultural customs in- 
eluding the practice of a man 
taking several wives have been 
tolerated for much longer than 
among the Han or Chinese, 
who compose the great bulk of 
the population. 

Despite this relatively tender 
treatment, the Chinese Moslems 
have been quick to resist the 
new rule. Some of the best or- 
ganized and bloodiest revolts 
the Red army has put down in 
the last five years have been 
led by Moslems in northwest 
China. 

Peiping’s new moves now to 
win Moslem friendship abroad 
are essentially tactical. Although 
the Chinese Communists on pa- 
per guarantee religious freedom, 
in practice they are scornful of 
non-materials faiths. 
proaches being made to the Mo- 
hammedan world are directly 
linked to the Chinese Commu- 
nist bid for more leverage to 
use on the international scene.

‘with hands outstretched, she 


asks, “Money, money... In 
a barely audible. voice. 

Encounters like this used to 
take place in front of Seoul's 
PX, or the Victorian Central 
Station where G.I.s rode the 
“Eusak Express” between Seoul 
and Pusan. Since the war, only 
the locale has changed. 

Now they occur daily in front 


an atmosphere far more pleas- 
ing than the Korean night clubs. 
“Ki-sang” girls, equivalent to 
Japanese geisha, do a big busi- 
ness—which is kept alive by 
party-loving Korean business 
men and their foreign guests. 

This gay life is only for a 
few. Just existing is the pre- 
occupation of most Koreans. 
The war took away many things 
and trying to replace them has 
been the big job. 

Americans helped put Seoul 
back on its feet transportation- 
wise. Old streetcars were con- 
tributed by Atlanta and St. 
Louis. Busses were turned Over 
by the American Korean foun- 
dation and now travel the 
Seoul-Inchon route.

Karachi covers an area of 812 
square miles and had a popula- 
tion of 1,126,417 when the 1951 
census was taken. Today the 
figure is estimated at 1,500,000.

Hopeless Task. 


The shoeshine boy and the 
old woman perhaps are not rep- 
resentative of Seoul or Korea 
itself. They do capture the one 
impression that is inescapable, 
even for old time foreign resi- 
dents here: Seoul is depressing. 

Trying to find hope for bet- 
ter things in Seoul is almost a 
hopeless task. 

There was much talk when 
the fighting stopped two years 


ago that Seoul would be re- 
built, that the once paved 
streets and semi -modernistic 
buildings would be_ repaired, 
but it has been mostly talk. 
Seoul's population has swelled 
to about 1,500,000 according to 


unofficial estimates, More peo- 
ple come every day by oxcarts 
and small trucks. They tear up 
the already beaten roads so 
that it always feels like a ride 
in wartime—even on the main 
thoroughfare. The Koreans 
watched the army fix roads in 
the war. Now they patch, patch, 
patch and it is hard to tell 
them that this is not the way 
to fix a road permanently. 

Off the roads, life goes on in 
countless thousands of paper 
shacks and mud huts. 

It is a difficult life. Korean 
workers, who may have to sup- 
port a family of six or seven 
persons, find it almost impos- 
sible to pay an exorbitant rent 
and provide the monthly rice 
staple too. 

A spiraling inflation has 
gripped all of Korea and in 
Seoul, where the cost of living 
is even higher, the burden is 
heavy. However, there is an- 
other side to the street in Seoul 
—for shrewd business men. 
politicians and foreigners who 
have the money. 


Dancing Illegal. 


Public dancing is illegal in 
South Korea and President 
Syngman Rhee has continually 
called for an austerity program 
for his people which calls for 
less entertainment and more 
buckling down. 

Yet there are two thriving 
night clubs in Seoul that exist 
on dancing and drinking. They 
have been operating for 16 
months. 

Drinks are high priced and 
so are the girls who will sit at 
a table with a customer for 
about five dollars. Americans, 
who once frequented these 
places in great numbers, have 
turned their backs on both 
clubs and ‘now look to the Ban- 
do. This modern, government- 
subsidized hotel, refurbished at 
a cost (said to be $1,200,000)

The supply of mortgage 
money is not quite so plentiful 
as it was, and terms for financ- 
ing a home are not so easy as 
they have been in the last few 
years, nevertheless this is still 
one of the best times in Amer- 
ican history to purchase a home, 
Wallace Moir, president of the 
Mortgage Bankers Association 
of America, and president, Wal- 
lace Moir Company, Beverly 
Hills, Calif., said in a National 
Home Week statement. 

“Mortgage money has tight- 
ened since early this year and 
will become even tighter in the 
months ahead, due in part to 
the great demands from indus- 
try and other sectors of the 
economy for capital funds 

“Terms and rates are not so 
easy as they have been. An 
increase of 2 per cent in Fed- 
eral Housing Administration 
down-payments has been made 
and minimum down-payments 
of 2 per cent instituted for Vet- 
erans Administration loans, thus 
eliminating the no down-pay- 
ment loan. The excessively long 
30-year loan has been abolished. 


Ought to Have Equity. 

“These measures help rather 
than hurt the home buyer today 
because they give him an equity 
in his VA home—and with FHA, 
a more substantial equity. Every 
home buyer ought to have an 
equity in the home he buys. 
The shorter maturities mean 
less costly financing and this 
step away from the excessively 
easy mortgage financing of the 
past strengthens our economy 
at a time when it was needed.

make no mistake in purchasing 
today.” 
Rates Are Steady. 

“Nationally,” Moir said, “the 
mortgage market has tightened 
eonsiderably during 1955 with 
institutional lenders of all kinds 
gcrutinizing offerings more care- 
fully and insisting on conserva- 
tive mortgages with adequate 
down-payments and no exces- 
sively long maturities. Rates 
have changed little so far, but 
with the continued tighter 
money market, this condition

“The merchant builder’s best 
new selling tool is the built-in, 
fully equipped kitchen, sold un- 
der the package mortgage,” says 
the complete report on this 
Round Table in the September 
House & Home. “It is the neat- 
est way to offer what many 
women want most of all, easy 
housekeeping. Its appliances 
lighten every work load, and it 
is easy to keep clean. 

“It is a natural for that other 
new best seller, the open kitch- 
en that lets the housewife share 
the life of the family, enjoy 
her guests, and keep an eye on 


the children while she works— 


for the open kitchen calls for 
much more than just knocking 
out a wall. It calls for making 
the kitchen cooler. It calls for 
acoustical treatment to make 
the kitchen quieter. Above all, 
it calls for redesigning the 
kitchen to look right as part of 
the living area. All these ad- 
vantages can be planned in bet- 
ter with built-ins. 

“Today it costs quite a bit 
more for a new house with a 
kitchen fitted with built-ins in- 
stead of free-standing appli- 
ances, says the Round Table 
report. One of the biggest rea- 
sons for this, it explains, is that 
built-ins still come in far too 
many sizes that are not proper- 
ly co-ordinated. 

“So the one best way to cut 
the built-in kitchen’'s cost is to 
finish standardizing its now 
half-standardized dimensions,” 
declares the report, “concen- 
trating on a few sizes to maxi- 
mize the savings of quantity 
production and minimize the 
cost of warehousing, sizing all 
the kitchen components to fit 
together for easy installation, 
sizing the room to fit the sum 
of its components.” 

Manufacturers Adopting. 

The conference listed six rea- 
sons why participants consider 
it almost inevitable that built- 
in cabinet and appliance widths 
will soon standardize to fit a 
24-inch module, including the 
following: 

“Twenty-four-inch and 12- 
inch are the only modules that 
will work with both the 3-inch 
and 4-inch modules. The steel 
cabinet makers have spent mil- 
lions of dollars tooling up for 
the 3-inch module. Other manu- 
facturers have invested millions 
on the American Standard 4- 
inch module sponsored by the 
American Institute of Archi- 
tects. the National Association 
of Home Builders, and the Pro- 
ducers Council. Neither group 
can afford to retool to the other 
dimension. With 12-inch and 
®4-inch modules neither would 
have to. 

“At least two of the biggest 
appliance manufacturers will 
soon announce a complete line 
standardized on a 24-inch mod- 
ule. The architects, builders, 
and prefabricators among us all 
helieve this will have such sales 
appeal that other manufacturers 
trying to sell the builders’ house 
market will have to bring their 
dimensions in line.” 

Would Cut Costs. 

Architects and builders care 


much less what kitchen built-— 


ins cost f.o.b. factory than what 
they cost installed, the Round 
Table report observes. This 
means manufacturers can sell 
a lot more built-ins if they can 
help builders get installation 
costs down. The report cites 
seven ways this could be accom- 
plished through its standard di- 
mension recommendations, in- 
cluding the following: 

“1. Builders can plan to save 
space (which means money) by 
sizing their kitchens to fit the 
24-inch cabinet closely ‘although 
a lone dissenting panel member 
‘doubted the wisdom’ of this 
suggestion). If prefabricators 
can work to less than 42-inch 
tolerance in the 40-foot length 
of a house, is there any good 
reason why builders using fram- 
ing templates cannot work to a 
14-inch tolerance in assembly 
half a dozen cabinets to form a 
12-foot kitchen wall; ie. is 
there any reason why they can- 
not work to a tolerance small 
enough to cover with a mold- 
ing, with no need of filler

“This is the builders’ and 
manufacturers’ big chance to 
work together. The manufac- | 


turer can help the builders sell 
far more houses. The builders 
can help the manufacturers sel] 
far more appliances and far 
more cabinets. 

“Low prices and big dis- 
counts are not the most im- 
portant thing manufacturers 
can offer builders. Equally im- 
portant are services and trade- 
ins on the home buyer's pres- 
ent appliances. Most important 
of all is the selling help the 
manufacturers can give (when 
builders advertise their new 
projects), for among them are 
some of America’s biggest and 
smartest sales and merchandis- 
ing operations, with advertising 
budgets running into millions 
of dollars a year. 

“To kitchen manufacturers 
1,000,000 new houses next year 
may be as important as 50,000.- 
000 old ones, for the new house 
sets the style and standard for 
what the public wants. The 
builders’ model house can be

Full and constant control of 
the indoor climate is to be built 
into the new homes of Hath- 
away Manor, the Vorhof-Duenke 
organization's newest and prob- 
ably largest subdivision devel- 
opment. 

Construction already has 
been started on a vast acreage 
at the east side of Old Halls 
Ferry road, a short distance 
east of Highway 66 By-Pass.and 
the Hathaway Manor homes are 
open for display during Na- 
tional Home Week. 

A recently new, St. Louis 
designed and manufactured air- 
conditioning system, centrally 
installed in the heat ducts, is 
being installed in the new 
homes, in connection with a 
package that includes the fur- 
nace, the conditioner, which 
also provides for humidification 
in winter as well as an air: 
drying process in summer; an 
electrostatic filter to catch and 
hold dust particles from the air; 
and an electronic air purifier, 
all linked into automatic oper- 
ation with electronic switches 
and thermostatic devices. 


Airborne dirt always is pres- 
ent in the environs of a big city 
(sometimes in country areas as 
well) and it takes a heavy toll 
in home cleaning bills. In St. 
Louis the fall of dirt is said to 
average 600 tons per square 
mile per month, year-round. Fil- 
ters can take most of this out 
of the air in a home. 


Air purifiers, coming increas- 
ingly into use now, strip the 
air of bacteria, pollen and odor 
bearing moistures, and are said 
to lessen chances for spread of 
diseases, viruses and molds. 


Humidification in winter 
keeps the glue in furniture 
from drying out and as a result 
favorite pieces dont warp or 
fall apart 

Heating in the unit, all in- 
stalled by Harvey-Hill, who re- 
cently came up with the air- 
conditioner that uses only nine 
gallons of water a day (against 
3500 gallons used by some types 
of operation), is by a device 
that can handle commercial gas, 


propane or oil, with minor ad-

Luxury housing at moderate

Today's unforgettable moment comes from a man who stands for the 
best in our national sport — baseball. Now retired, Joe DiMaggio is re- 
membered by every fan as the “Yankee clipper,” a superb player at bat 
and afield.

It was late in the summer of-.1932, and I was a kid of 16 selling 
newspapers on a corner in-San Francisco. I wasn’t making too 
much money — sometimes $1.50 a day.

There were 11 of us— Momma and Pop, five brothers and 
four sisters. Everybody pitched in. My oldest brother Vince, 19, 
had broken into professional baseball that year with Tucson in 
the Arizona-Texas League, and we were all pretty proud of him.

It was last March when the great White House squirrel 
mystery made headlines here and all over America — 
only to be dropped for lack of information. One day 
President Eisenhower, swatting golf balls on the lawn, 
became aware of the unseemly number of squirrels 
scampering across the grass, darting up’ and down 
trees, peering through the foliage. 

“Where,” he demanded, “do they all come from?” 

Six months later the answer can be revealed. It 
traces in large part to a quiet, broad-shouldered en- 
gineer named Don Glassie. Among other things, 
Glassie designs booby traps for the Army. He also, it 
turns out, has designed a trap for squirrels. 

It happened when he was living in Chevy Chase, 
about six miles from the White House. His wife, a 
bird-lover, used to put tidbits in a trough outside her 
window for her small feathered friends. When free- 
loading squirrels started beating the birds to the 
goodies, she asked her husband for help. 

Glassie tried fitting a metal umbrella over the 
trough. The squirrels. simply climbed in under it. 
Glassie would not consider either poison or shooting. 
Then it came to him: a simple, humane trap. And 
when he had built one and set it out, he realized the 
best place to deposit the occupants would be the 
White House grounds. In that celebrated squirrel 
refuge the little creatures would thrive undisturbed,

On his way to work in the mornings, Glassie began 
emptying his trap through the White House fence. He 
kept it up until at least 100 squirrels had thus been 
transferred. As expected, they were happy in thei! 
new home. They also began, as squirrels will, to be 
fruitful and multiply. 

By last March the results were only too apparent 
The President’s White House putting green was, fo! 
all practical purposes, overrun with squirrels. Anxious 
aides began trapping them and deporting them to 
nearby Rock Creek Park which, ironically, extends 
at One point to within a few blocks of Glassie’s home 
in Chevy Chase. 

It was this aspect of the story that made the front 
pages. Squirrel-lovers, aided by a Senate speech de 
livered by Sen. Richard Neuberger (D., Ore.), cried 
that the squirrels should be allowed to stay at the 
White House. And finally the President agreed. 

The controversy still lives in some quarters. Take 
the Boy Scout delegation that won a trip to Washing- 
ton and the right to lunch with any Senator. The 
picked Neuberger, who modestly asked why. “Be 
cause,” came the reply, “you're a friend of the 
squirrels.”

there. He's got “the bargain of a 
lifetime for you.” 
~ Folded in his arms is a bolt of luxurious 
fabric — “all wool and yards wide” 
which you can buy for a fraction of its 
price. The reason? Well, he’s a salesman 
from Scotland, touring this country to dis- 
play the wool at fashion shows. Now re- 
turning home, he’s reluctant to take the 
cloth back to Scotland, since he would 
have to pay duty on it. Besides, he burrs 
winningly in his Highland accent, he's a 
wee bit short of cash. 

The deal is made on the spot. For an 
where from $20 to $50 you buy what 
appears to be cloth worth $100 to $200 
The “Scotsman” pockets your cash o! 
check, hops into his expensive car, swivels 
around the corner, is gone 

And the “terrible Williamsons” hav¢ 
Struck gold again. 

This is the first complete story of the 
Williamson gang — probably the slickes' 
and most successful gang of bunco, flim 
flam and confidence artists in the U.S 
today. Uniquely, the entire group — num 
bering at least a couple of hundred, a! 
most a couple of thousand — seems to 
belong to the same family, founded ap 
parently by Robert Logan Williamson 
who came to this country from Scotland 
as a boy. Descendants and relative 
Strengthened by fresh blood from Sco!

@ The Williamsons are strikingly sim'- 
lar to gypsy families: they have the same 
itch for travel, craze for fancy cars, mor- 
bid love of opulent funerals — and the 
same talent for larceny in their women- 
folk. Yet the Williamsons despise gypsies.

first sting of winter, however, and they 
pour out of their motels (their favorite 
stopping places) and head South. Their 
winter headquarters: Florida and Texas. 
e Their principal rackets today are 
peddling “imported wool” for $50 a bolt 
that’s actually mostly rayon worth $4 or 
$5; “Irish lace” or “linen” that's usually 
low-quality domestic or Chinese cotton, 
“aluminum paint” for roofs and barns 
that’s mostly either crankcase oil or gaso- 
line; and “lightning rods” that may be 
pieces of rope treated to look Jike metal. 
e The Williamsons have been caught 
in the act probably hundreds of times, yet 
the combined bungling of their victims 
and the law has let them escape justice. 
For at least 40 years the Williamsons have 
successfully thumbed their noses at police, 
courts, Better Business Bureaus, the 
American Wool Council, the Federal 
Trade Commission, even the FBI. 
The nose-thumbing, however, goes on

staggering sums. Here’s a current report on an amazing gang 


secretly — like almost everything else 
about the Williamsons. PARADE tracked 
them across half the continent, couldn't 
find one willing to be interviewed. Finally 
four phony-wool peddlers were cornered 
in court in Hartford, Conn. PARAQE was 
promised an interview at the end of the 
trial. As soon as the four had been found 
guilty (of false advertising and peddling 
without a license; fine: $240), they roared 
out of town in their new car, leaving the 
interview in mid-air. 

But some people will talk about the 
Williamsons —a little. The Roselawn 
section of Cincinnati is where the gang 
holes up in motels and furnished rooms 
when tn town. (One reason: It’s near the 
cemetery where they bury some of their 
dead.) A gas-station operator told PARADE 
he knew the Williamsons; then, like a 
frightened character in a “B” picture, he 
clammed up. 

“Don’t monkey around with this bunch, 
mister,” he said nervously. “You're look- 
ing for trouble if you do. I ain’t got any 
more to say; I like to keep healthy.” 

Chattier, if equally fearful in a different 
way, are the letters Better Business Bu- 
reaus have been receiving off and on since 
1937. The early ones were in longhand; 
current examples have been typed; among 
the signatures have been “Charles William- 
son,” “John Burns” and “William Ross.” 
But similarities of style and spelling sug- 
gest that all may come from the same indi- 
vidual. Presumably a Williamson who 
wants to go straight, he apparently prefers 
anonymity to possible retribution from the

gang. In any case, the letters paint a vivid 
picture. 

“The terrible Williamsons,” one said re- 
cently, “are traveling in big 1955 late 
model cars and some have big house 
trailers and put up at Motels and Trailer 
Courts ... They teach their children from 
infancy up the rackets and con games. 
They have a head man that guides and 
keeps them in line [and tells them] where 
... the rackets are good. Each Williamson 
family pays the Big Boss so much each 
season according to their take and they 
do not dare to gyp him .. . as he has three 
muscle men that make their rounds with 
the Boss Man and collect [from] each 
family... 


‘1 Am Ashamed’ 


“The Big Boss [is} Uncle Isaac and his 
wife [is] the Black Queen, Jennic... 
They live in Florida all winter . . . These 
people live in a world by themselves and 
only mix with the public when they are 
out fleecing... Williamsons only marry 
Williamsons and don’t mix . . . 

“This Williamson racket is not a 5-10 
dollar racket...Two of them fleeced 
$28,000 in 3 months in lowa and Minne- 
sota...As a Williamson myself I am 
ashamed the way my people live and | 
want to... stop these... con games.” 

That seems to be a tall order — for the 
Williamsons have developed an acute 
ability to hover a fractional inch on the 
sunny side of legality. Yet for 40 years 
the law has had its share of shots at them, 
and flopped badly. Here, for example, are 


typical Williamson swindles, taken from 
police files across the country: 

Roanoke, Va.: On April 5, 1951, police 
arrested Mrs. Mary Jean Williamson, 57, 
for attempting one of the gang's oldest 
swindles — “the old Irish lace con game.” 
This dodge goes roughly as follows: 

Dressed shabbily and accompanied by 
a child similarly tattered, a gentle old lady 
tells the housewife —-in a thick Irish 
brogue — a pitiful tale. The “lace” she 
holds in her trembling hands is an old 
family heirloom, “made by me mither in 
County Cork when she was just a lass.” 
It's worth hundreds of dollars, but she’s 
desperate —- “Me man is sick and the child 
hasn't had a lick of food in a week” — so 
she’s willing to sell it for a song. After 
some polite dickering, the housewife 
though conscience-stricken at taking ad- 
vantage of the poor woman — shells out 
$75 or $100. Days or weeks later, she 
discovers the lace is cheap cotton. 

One Roanoke housewife, however, 
wasn't fooled: she had Mrs. Williamson 
arrested. Police suggested the latter be 
held in $250 bond, but it was actually set 
at $51.50. Mrs. Williamson quickly posted 
that comparatively tiny sum and never 
even showed up for trial. 

Evansville, Ind.: Flashing a_ clipped 
English accent, a salesman — “going 
home after showing my wools here” 
sold six different patterns for $50 to a 
local doctor. The wool bore a label, “Brad- 
ford, England,” with a charming print of 
a Scotsman and two sheep and the legend 
“Galashiels” (a Scottish city). PARADE

took two of these bolts to the U.S. Testing Laboratory 
One bolt was composed of cheap acetate, rayon and 
Nylon; the second lacked even Nylon. 

Oklahoma City, Okla.: In the fall of 1947, police seized 
an Isaac Williamson and a John W. Johnston, accused 
them of offering “minks and sables” that actually were 
rabbit. Williamson and Johnston were released in $40 
bail: needless to say, they didn’t show up for trial. 

El Paso, Tex.: Last spring the good householders of 
this city were besieged by offers to have their houses 
painted quickly and cheaply. The offers came from men 
in fancy new cars who called themselves the Joe William- 
son Company, said they had paint left over after doing 
a job “down the road.” For $20 to $75 they did a com- 
plete house-spraying job. Only hitch: the paint, home- 
owners found later, was crankcase oil mixed with green 
and red pigment 

Sonoma County, Calif.: Last summer five men re- 
ceived $150 for coating a roof with a “special plastic 
process.” the five Alexander and Robert Williamson 
and Isaac, George and John McMillan were indicted 
for Conspiracy to defraud after the “plastic” was found 
to be asphalt and aluminum mixed with gasoline; it 
washed off during rains, also disintegrated asphalt pape 
roofing.

State,” or as representatives of reputable companies, the 
Williamsons cleimed their rods would insulate buildings 
against electrical storms and cyclones by “detouring the 
electricity for miles around your property.” They offered 
to install the rods for a very low price. The rods were 
bona fide, acquired through devious channels — but in- 
stalled so sloppily (sometimes without all the parts) that 
they soon proved defective, even dangerous. 

Lately the Williamson rods have been made less dan- 
zerous —-by being made even more phony. According to 
a recent letter from “Charles Williamson” — one mystery 
correspondent to Better Business Bureaus — the family 
has “a cheap rope that they dip in a steel fluid [making 
it look} like real steel lightning rod cables. A $250 to 
$350 job costs [the Williamsons| about $8.” 

Scarsdale, N.Y.: A Davina McDonald, speaking in a 
bristling Scottish burr, visited the home of Mrs. Bette 
E. Barber. “She pulled out four rugs from a bag,” says 
Mrs. Barber, “and said they were all wool and had been 
made at a famous Kentucky college by an Italian woman 
student now returning to Italy.

Why? The fault les with victims, 
police, judges, law makers. 

The victims, for instance, are mostly 
respected, middle-class members of the 
community. (The Williamsons pick 
their targets carefully.) These people 
usually don’t complain because |) their 
pride is hurt at being played for a 
sucker and 2) they're ashamed to admit 


they've been willing to buy goods at a 
cheap price from starving Irishwomen 
or law-evading wool salesmen. 

Judges and police share in the gen- 
eral censure because, too often, their 
only concern is to get the Williamsons 
out of town. They set a low bail, know- 
ing the gang will jump it rather than 
face trial. And by chasing out the gang 
— plus pinching a bit of its profits for 
the city — they feel justice is done. 

On higher levels there has been 
much tripping of. fect on red tape. The 
American Wool Council (which used 
to offer $100 for the apprehension of 
any Williamson gang member) has 
long urged the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to crack down. But the FTC claims 
it's powerless. “They [the William- 
sons | do not cross state lines with their 
misbranded goods,” says a spokesman. 
“The goods are shipped to them by 
Ratlway Express, with the illegal trade- 
marks or brands put on after the goods

PARADE, however, found this not al- 
ways so. In its talks with police, it was 
told that cartons of phony wool had 
been opened before the Williamsons re- 
ceived them, and found already marked 
with phony “all wool” labels. 

The Williamsons’ success also is due 
to their close-mouthedness. Their in- 
termarriages keep family secrets from 
outside ears. And they get their sup- 
plies from just a few channels — 
mostly New York City woolen firms 
(one of which the FTC ordered, only 
last March, to cease labeling merchan-

dise so as to “create the deception of 
foreign make’). 

An Ohio textile firm,-once a large 
Williamson supplier, points out that it 
sold cheap Chinese fabric to the Wil- 
liamsons as just that and can't be 
blamed if the gang mislabeled it. 

The Williamsons, however, were 
apparently on unusually close terms 
with this supplier. In 1952 police found 
in the latter’s basement some 200 trunks 
and cases being kept for touring Wil- 
liamsons. And an official admitted the 
Williamsons had used the firm’s office 
as a mailing address. 
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Today — with the supply of cotton 
from Red China cut off —the firm 
in question does little business with 
the Williamsons. But a spokesman says 
it stands ready to resume if Chinese 
cotton becomes available. 

Not all of Cincinnati's businessmen 
care for the gang. One motel owner 
banned them, but admitted he’d been 
impressed. “Once,” he recalled, “a 
batch of them brought seven new Cadil- 
lacs at one swoop. They'd load up the 
cars with material, generally leave on 
Monday and return Friday after trav- 
eling within a 500-mile radius.” 

All the Williamsons flock to Cincin- 
nati every spring to honor their dead. 
“On-Memorial Day,” says an official 
of the cemetery they use, “they throng 
here from all over the country. Some 
of their funerals are said to have cost 
$25,000.” The Protestant and Catholic 
Williamsons used to feud regularly; but 
now they only compete in_ lavish 
funerals. 


Blood Over Miami 


When feuds have erupted among the 
Williamsons, blood flowed. In Okla- 
homa City in 1937 a George William- 
son, 31, was convicted of murdering 
another clan member; the sentence was 
changed to manslaughter and he 
served only two years. The most recent 
battle was in Miami Beach late in 
1952. Willhaamsons, McGavins, McMil- 
lans, Stewarts and Johnstons got in- 
volved in a Donnybrook that ended 
with Matthew Carroll having an eye 
gouged out and 31 members of the clan 
in jal, 

But nobody would complain and the 
Williamsons were again free to keep on 
cheating Americans. They've found 
that not only is there a sucker born 
every minute, but the last thing a sucker 
will do is admit he’s been fooled. .

Gobelisms. He will strum his guitar, joke 
with band-leader John Scott Trotter, per- 
form sketches with guest stars and play 
comedy skits opposite an actress cast as 
George's wife, Alice. He will stick to the 
simple premise that there is plenty of 
humor in everyday situations. 

Furthermore — unlike the average suc- 
cessful comedian, who hires and fires 
writers with arrogant disdain — Gobel will 
Stay with Hal Kanter and other inventive 
minds who have helped put him where he 
is. 

The show will be done “live,” although 
if he gets the time, Gobel adds, “I would 
like to do one or two on film. This would 
give me the rare pleasure of getting sick 
once in a while and still having a pro- 
gram.” 

George speaks this way because he’s 
dead-tired. In addition to his TV show 
this past year, he’s played hotel dates and 
“benefits and done a series of one-night 
stands. Instead of the sorely-needed sum- 
mer vacation he'd plarined to spend with 
his family, he devoted July and August to 
his first full-length motion picture, a re- 
make of Preston Sturges’ 1940 comedy 
hit, The Lady Eve. 

For starring in the picture Gobel re- 
ceived no salary. Instead, Gomalco Pro- 
ductions, the company he owns jointly 
with O'Malley, will receive 5O per cent 
of the net profits. 


The Stars Look On 


During the production of Eve, the pro- 
fessional interest in Gobel was surprising. 
Stars who practically never visit on sound 
Stages made it a point to watch him at 
work opposite Mitzi Gaynor. 

Cary Grant did so, then summed up his 
impression of George: “One of the nicest 
and most unassuming little fellows I've 
ever met.” Jerry Lewis called him “very 
funny without pressing. And very talented, 
too.” For one comic to say this about an- 
other in Hollywood is downright miracu- 
lous. 

Right now the demand for Gobel ap- 
pearances, Gobel endorsements, Gobel 
comic books, Gobel anything is so over- 
whelming that sustained rest for George ts 
out of the question. During one recent 
two-hour period the Beverly Hills office of 
Gomalco Productions received one offer 
for George to write a daily syndicated 
newspaper column, one offer to pen his 
autobiography, two offers to make record- 
ings (one of which he accepted), eight 
requests for benefit appearances, a Jong- 
distance call offering him 100,000 shares 
in a uranium venture (only catch: the 
company wanted to advertise that George 


Gobel owned stock in it) and a message 
from an agent telling him: “Jack Warner 
sure is mad that you picked Paramount 
to make your first motion picture. He 
would've given you, he says, just as good 
a deal.” 

There also was a call offering Gobel the 
chairmanship of the Permanent Charities 
Division of the motion-picture industry, 
an honor he declined. “I've only made 
one picture,” he pointed out. “I have no 
right to represent the industry.” 

George resists such pressures because, 
unlike most comedians, he is not possessed 
by the “get-rich-quick” demon. As a boy 
in Chicago he was never poor, thanks to 
his father, an industrious grocer and prop- 
erty-owner. Today, more than anything 
else, he ts determined to resist the temp- 
tation of “overexposure.” 

“When George accepts money to en- 
tertain people,” O'Malley explains, “he 
wants those people to be entertained. And

most of all he doesn’t want people to get 
tired of him. ‘I'm in this business,’ he's 
said over and over again, ‘for the long 
pull.” And I agree with him. The television 
program, one movie a year, a few outside 
dates —- that’s more than enough. George 
doesn’t want to conquer the whole world.” 

The world, to Gobel, centers around a 
modest three-bedroom home in San Fer- 
nando Valley. Despite his sudden rise in 
weath, he has no intention of moving to 
a larger place. His wife still drives a 1952 
Ford (Gobel has a 1954 Oldsmobile), 
runs the home on $150 per week (Gobel 
gets $100 a week to spend), does all the 
housework except for a girl who comes 
once a week to help with the heavy 
cleaning. 

Unspoiled by success, uncorrupted by 
money, Gobel goes into his sophomore 
year armored by a truly Gobelesque phi- 
losophy. “All I want out of life,” he says, 
“is love and peace and a little work.” @&

It would taste right — but you wouldn’t like it. Here’s why 


NEW YORK. 
Do the pictures of food shown on these 
pages make you hungry — or do they take 
away your appetite altogether? 

Would green steak and purple potatoes 
taste just as good to you as the same food 
in conventional colors? Probably not. All 
of which proves, science points out, that 
you taste with your eyes just as much as 
you do with your tongue. 

The fact is that anyone with a normal 
healthy digestive system could eat the 
steak dinner shown above. But it is prob- 


able that you would enjoy it only if you 
were blindfolded or eating in complete 
darkness. The sight of a circus-poster meal 
would do strange things to your appetite. 
But don’t worry. It isn’t likely that a rain- 
bow diet will become a part of atomic- 
age living. 

As part of a research project, the foods 
shown were colored with edible dyes by 
flavor chemists of a New York essen- 
tial-oil firm, Dodge and Olcott, one of 
the oldest in America. The project was 
connected with a series of remarkable ex-

periments just completed by young Dr. 
Joseph L. Kanig, of Columbia Univer- 
sity’s College of Pharmacy here. In this 
experiment, 200 pharmacy students sipped 
variously colored and flavored sirups to 
find out exactly what the relation is be- 
tween color and taste. 

Probably no group of people was ever 
confronted with so dazzling an array of 
“snifters.” There was black cherry colored 
like orange, grape the shade of lemon, 
raspberry with the inviting green of pep- 
permint, anise that had the yellow color- 
ing of pineapple juice. 

The students were asked to sample the 
solutions like wine tastérs, identify them 
if possible, then state their preferences. 
Their reactions were mixed. For the most 
part, when a flavor was presented in color- 
less sirup, the tasters were completely lost. 
When the entire test group was given 
black cherry in clear-sirup form, for ex-

ample, only a very few were able to guess 
the actual flavor. Most of the tasters de- 
scribed it as some sort of citrus fruit; a 
few volunteered names of specific citrus 
fruits. 

With addition of the correct color to a 
flavored sirup, the taster’s preference de- 
creased or increased, depending on his 
liking for that particular flavor. However, 
when the solutions had the wrong “com- 
plementary” color, the percentage of those 
who could identify the flavors correctly 
was markedly reduced. 

Actually, you and everybody else — ex- 
cept the color-blind — are “color think- 
ers” when it comes to food. That is the 
reason you reject the idea of green steak 
and purple potatoes. But by the same 
token you accept artificial coloring in such 
foods as margarine, candy, desserts, cake 
icing, ice cream, sherbets, soft drinks, 
cordials and caramel pudding. In fact,

you probably wouldn’t buy any of them 
if they were offered in their natural Colors. 

Take maraschino cherries, for example. 
In their natural state they nether look 
nor taste like the maraschino cherries -you 
buy in a glass jar. When they are proc- 
essed for marketing the cherries are 
chemically bleached. Then the familiar 
red color and maraschino flavor are 
added. 

Of all the colors food comes in, green 
seems to be the most agreeable (for suit- 
able foods, that is). Blue and violet are 
generally in the “inedible” class, though 
tints of those colors are more palatable 
than their pure hues. Blue is the real gas- 
tronomic taboo. Dr. Kanig suggests that 
people generally associate blue with 
poisonous compounds like mercury bi- 
chloride. It must be blue according to 
law. As a matter of fact, there are no 
blue-liquid medicaments for internal use.

Colors are so deceptive and side-track- 
ing in their effects, when it comes to de- 
termining the intrinsic qualities of a 
product, that they often have to be masked 
in testing techniques. For example, certain 
pharmaceutical companies test new medi- 
cines (mostly pediatric and vitamin prep- 


arations) by giving them to “taste panels” 
made up of young children. They, of 
course, are strongly influenced by color — 
and they particularly like red. New medi- 
cines, therefore, are put in identical red 
containers. In addition, the tests are made 
under red or blue lights to remove the in- 


fluence of the color factor. If the kids like 
what they taste, the medicine goes on the 
market the way they like it. 

Where food is concerned, the palate 
can often convert the eye, particularly in 
the case of rare or exotic foods. Colorwise, 
for instance, there is little to commend 
such foods as caviar, black olives, figs or 
truffles. Yet they are accepted as delicacies 
by persons whose palates have been 
trained sufficiently. 

With rare foods, of course, the eater 
doesn’t have to reckon with the influence 
of habit. You expect a steak to be brown. 
But caviar isn’t liked or disliked simply 
because it is black. If, however, you had 
been accustomed to eating green caviar 
all your life, you might find black caviar 
quite distasteful — unless you were blifd- 
folded while you ate it. 

Once a food-color association is estab- 
lished, you can’t take liberties with it. A 
Midwestern baker once learned this the 
hard way when he tried to market tomato- 
colored and -flavored bread. People looked 
and wondered — and then bought bread 
that looked like bread. 

For reasons that are still a mystery, 
color preferences vary according to locali- 
ties. In Boston, brown eggs are preferred 


and bring the best prices. In New York, 
nine out of 10 housewives buy nothing 
but white eggs. Deep-yellow butter is more 
acceptable in the Midwest than it is in the 
East. Diners in San Francisco like their 
scrambled eggs a solid yellow; New 
Yorkers like them paler. 

Oddly enough, no other food seems to 
be as sensitive to color effects as eggs. 
The classic illustration of this is what 
happened when restaurants first installed 
blue fluorescent lights. Customers simply 
stopped ordering eggs because under the 
lights perfectly respectable fried eggs 
looked a sickly green. 

One restaurateur’s discovery about his 
lighting mistake led him to another im- 
portant gastronomic finding: even sound 
has its effect on taste. Although he had 
changed his lighting, he was still losing 
business. One day he noticed that a fork 
striking one of his plastic plates, or a 
plastic cup being set on a plastic saucer, 
produced distinctly “non-edible” sounds. 
He promptly chucked out all his plastic 
ware and replaced it with china. 

Now, he says, the lighting is right, the 
noises are “edible,” his customers are 
happy and business is booming. So long 
as he stays off green steaks... s

How poor eyesight distorts the 


The camera's sensitive eye (aided by some dark-room gimmicks) records a series of everyday 


TO PARADE photographer Ben Ross a challenge 
was issued not long ago. Could his camera “eye” 
record the things that weak and diseased human 
eyes actually see? 

Besides being rare and unusual, such pictures 
would carry a vital message — for detection and 
treatment of vision defects often can prevent 
people from entering the eerie and distorted 
world of poor eyesight. 

Ross took up the challenge. For more than a 
month he worked under the supervision of the 
American Foundation for the Blind, New York 
City. The Foundation demanded strict authen- 
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ticity, so Ross took pictures — and then more. 
On these three pages are the fruits of his 
labors: photos of 10 eye ailments — from ordi- 
mary near-sightedness to cataracts — which 
cause faulty vision. Through these photos, you 
are in that strange world of the partly-blind. 
To achieve the results you see here, Ross be- 
gan with a Rolleiflex camera, a Leica and a 
Linhof — all standard equipment. Then he im- 
provised. To show how eyesight is impaired by 
cataracts, Ross shot through a vaseline-smeared 
pane of glass. To show vitreous opacities — 
hardening of the vitreous, the jelly-like material 


that gives the eye its shape — Ross shot through 
glass dotted with black paint. His photographs 
of detachment of the retina, gun-barrel vision 
and astigmatism primarily are the result of trial 
and error in dark-room developing. 

All the photos prove once again that the 
camera eye and the human eye function in much 
the same way. In the outer layer of the human 
eye, light rays enter through the cornea, or 
window. From that point the rays are regulated 
and focused by the pupil and lens, which is sta- 
tioned right behind the iris. (The latter contains 
the color in the eyes.)

And that “film rec- 
ord” is transmitted to the brain (the “devel- 
oper’) via the optic nerve. 

[hus,in the common problem of near-sighted- 
ness, light rays focus in front of the retina.

Corrective 
eyeglasses help direct the image so it falls on 
the retina, permitting you to see far-off objects. 

In far-sightedness, the image falls behind the 
retina.

According to Charles G. Ritter, consultant to 
the American Foundation for the Blind, 320,000 
people in the U. S. are “legally blind.” (With 
glasses, they see at 20 feet what a person with 
normal vision would see at 200.) However, he 
points out, uncounted others need visual aids 
ranging from high-powered magnification de- 
vices to ordinary spectacles. Without such aids, 
they realize only part of their potential for sat- 
isfaction in day-to-day living. 

Ritter cites the case of a. man— call him 
Jones —- who took his little dsuites on a sight- 
seeing tour of New York City. 

“Look how tall and straight the buildings 
stick into the sky,” she exclaimed. But to Jones 
the buildings were not tall and straight. His un- 
treated astigmatism made him see the buildings 
as blurred and slanted. 

With sound advice from the Foundation staff, 
Jones came to understand his problem, got 
proper glasses —- and graduated from the class 
of imperfect sight pictured here. 

What should you do to guard against needless 
eye trouble? New York ophthalmologist Dr. 
Dan M. Gordon, past chairman of the scientific 
advisory board, National Council to Combat 
Blindness, suggests: 

1) Visit your doctor if you have pain in your 
eyes, redness, blurred vision, frequent head- 


aches; “see” halos around lights, or experience 
the sensation of a curtain being drawn across 
your field of vision. 

2) Test your eyesight from time to time. 
Cover one eye at a time and look around. You 
may be surprised to learn that one eye gives you 
better vision than the other. If that’s the case, 
see your doctor. An important tip: if you find 
yourself poking your nose into the telephone 
book to make out the fine print, it’s time for 
an eye examination. 

3) Don’t procrastinate about taking a small 
child to the doctor if you notice that he has a 
crossed eye. The longer parents delay, the 
greater the danger to the child's future ability to 
see. Uncomplicated surgery, other treatment or 
glasses can correct most crossed eyes. 

The last goes for some other eye ailments as 
well. Cataract surgery has improved greatly in 
the past few years. Such surgery involves re- 
moval of the lens, after which strong glasses 
often permit the patient to see reasonably well. 

Even glaucoma, feared as a blinding disease, 
can be controlled if. it is detected-early enough. 

The difference between good eyesight and 
poor eyesight is often determined by you, the 
individual. If you really care about your eye- 
sight, you stand a good chance of not seeing 
what photographer Ross’s camera saw. «

Hunters’ Bird Lures Turned Out by St. Louis Plant at Rate of 4000 a Day 


ITUATED AMID the noise and bustle of 
downtown St. Louis, but not far from 
Mississippi Flyway hunting grounds, is 
one of the country’s largest duck decoy 
hatcheries. During the March-toSeptember 
producing season, 4000 decoys a day are 
turned out on an assembly line in a seven- 
story building at 1723 Locust street. The 
oak factory is operated by the General 
Fibre Company, makers of fiber products. 

The plant produces five species of imi-

tation ducks—mallards, pintails, bluebills, 
canvasbacks and black ducks. Two drakes 
are made for every hen; while both come 
from the same mold, they assume their dis- 
tinctive sex in the paint department.

ASEBALL FANS remember Marty 
Marion as the mild-mannered, 
highly nervous shortstop who cov- 

ered a lot of ground and picked up a 
lot of pebbles for the St. Louis Cardi- 
nals a few years ago. Now that he’s 
managing a pennant-contending team 
rather than playing for one, Marty 
doesn’t go in for pebble picking as 
much as he used to. Instead, he just 
dies a thousand deaths in the dugout 
during a game. 

Considering his temperament and 
the situation he’s in, this is quite under- 
standable. With his Chicago White 
Sox locked in a four-way battle for 
the American League pennant and the 


season's end only two weeks away, 
Marty undergoes extreme torture as he 
sweats out every minute of every in- 
ning. Not that he’s under any greater 
pressure than his rival managers— 
Cleveland's Al Lopez, New York's 
Casey Stengel, or Boston's Pinky Hig- 
gins—but Marty seems to suffer more. 

To Manager Marion, each decision 
is of monumental significance, each 
play of shattering consequence. An 
enemy home run may leave him mes- 
merized. A bobble by one of his own 
men may set him furiously dusting 
off the dugout steps with his cap.

HE NECK-CRANERS shown on this 
page are engaging in the old Ameri- 
can custom of sidewalk superintend- 

ing. They are watching the demolition 
of the 11 -story Equitable Building at Sixth 
and Locust streets in downtown St. Louis. 
It is a project that compels attention, for 
besides the sight of men working at haz- 
ardous heights, there is something that 
is fascinating about the demise of an 
old structure. 

Because the building is located at a 
busy intersection, it cannot be battered 
down with a “headache” ball. It must 
be torn down floor by floor and brick by 
brick. Workmen balanced precariously 
on masonry crags and exposed beams 
attack the walls and floors with crow- 
bars, picks, pneumatic hammers and 


acetylene torches—and their performance 
never lacks an audience. 

Some spectators stand for long pe- 
riods watching the razing, others pause 
for only a few moments. A few are full- 
time kibitzers who, having seen the Me- 
morial Plaza clearance through, are on 
hand day after day. Best vantage point 
is across Sixth street, where scaffolding 
for an exterior remodeling job provides 
shade and a fine lounging rail. 

The Equitable Building was a down- 
town landmark. It was constructed in 
1869 as a six-story office structure. About 
1900, five additional stories were added. 
It will be replaced by a contemporary 
styled three-story building. The wreck- 
ing operation began last June, is sched- 
uled for completion by October 1.

Three New Hybrids Developed at Shaw's Garden for Home Fanciers 


Another of the new lilies is Aviator ae It was 
named for Pring’s son, Robert, an Air Force pilot 
who was killed in a plane crash in 1948. 


Night - blooming red hybrid, Mrs. George 
Hitchcock, has a 10-inch flower. 


St. Louis Gold, one of the new little hybrids, has yellow flower 
four to five inches across. One of its parents was an African 
pygmy, other was large-flowered yellow hybrid. 


ITTLE WATER LILIES suitable for small home pools, long de- 
sired by lily fanciers, have been produced successfully through 
hybridization by Superintendent George H. Pring of Shaw’s 
Garden. Through years of painstaking effort, he developed three 
new varieties by crossing pygmy lilies from Africa with some of 
his older hybrids. The new types have flowers from four to eight 
inches across, as compared with flowers of up to 12 inches borne 
by the larger hybrids. Two of the small-size lilies are yellow, 
the other is pale blue. wots 
Pring found that working with pygmy lilies was extremely

new creations bring to 35 the number of hybrid lilies he has de- 
veloped in his 50 years at Shaw's Garden. Specimens of almost 
every one of them are included in the garden’s tropical water lily 
collection, rated the finest in the world.
